Results of Thursday's elections 
show that all referendum bUls 
passed. Who's Who in American 
Colleges and Universities have 
been elected and the Usthig sent 
to the national headquaners.The 
names of those elected will not be 
released to the student body until 
they are confirmed and released 
by the national organization. 

The 1967 Summer Legislative 
Council Bill Number Five receiv- 
ed a total of 924 votes, winning 
with 61.3 per cent in favor of the 
measure. 

This bill provides that In future 
presidential elections, both the 
presidential and vice-presiden- 
tial candidates will run on the 
same ticket.

For the past few months students have sat baOk 
helplessly watching even their token authority dwin- 
dle away—rightij into the hands of the Administra- 
tion. 

For example, the Student Activities Budget was 
pared $70,000, the bulk of which was given to 
Intercollegiate Athletics. This action had the 
express disapproval of Student Government leaders 
who had drawn up the budget. 

Motorcycle riders were deprived of their right 
to drive on campus during class hours. 

The Union Board was informed that its prime 
responsibility of planning Union programs was 
being taken over by the Office of the Dean of Men. 

The Student Bill of Rights which was passed 
last year has met an unknown fate In the cobwebs 
of Westcott. 

These are but a fewofthe many examples illustra- 
tive of an alarming trend in the University. The 
growth of administrative powers in student affairs 
will continue unabated unless students voice their 
concerns now. 

The retreat at the Seminole Reservation Saturday 
brought together members of the faculty, student 
body and the Administration to discuss the role of 
each in University afifairs. Rather than clear the 
air, the conference merely intensified the desires 
of student leaders to change the status quo. Stu- 
dents were emphatic in their insistence that more 
authority must be vested in the students. 

Their demands were met with nods from the 
facult}' and stony silence from the administrators. 

Dr. Robert Spivey's division of the University 
power pie is painfully accurate: a slice of 80 
percent is hoarded by the .Administration; a 19 
percent slice goes to the faculty and the remaining 
crumbs, 1 percent, are passed to the students. 

Hu\v long will this intolerable situation exist? 

The notion of Student Power on this campus is 
not dead; it thrives in the offices of the third 
floor of the Union, home base for Student Govern- 
ment, Union activities and student publications. 

Having worked through the proper channels to 
achieve their ends and coming up empty-handed, 
Student leaders are now faced wilii few recourses 

other than outright defiance. 

Organization is the one point in the students' 
favor. For the first time, students with nominal 
authority have a common goal. How they achieve 
it will in part depend on the attitude in Westcott 
during the next week or so. 

Tempers are high; boiling points are danger- 
ously low. 

We are not threatening, but as the proverb goes: 
A word to the wise is sufficient.

Florida State stunned the Mississippi State Bulldogs here last Satinietey 
night with a record-breaking passing attack, bringing the Seminole's fourth 

straight win bv a score of 24-12. 



When quirrertack K:m 
Hammond ccrjiected, the Semi.-.- 
oles m.oved. and for the most 
part, Hammor.d connected. His 
passes accounted for 369 yards, 
and that, added to Gary Fajcic's 
eight passing yards, gave Flor- 
ida State University a new record 
for passing yardage in a sii^ 
game. 

The new marie of 377 yards 
surpassed a record of 355 yards 
set in 1954 again» Villanova. 

Bulldog coach Charley Shira 
said, after the game "The three 
long passes were the turning 
point," referring to Hammond's 
tosses of 51 yards and 44 yards 
to Sellers in the second quaner 
and one of 44 yards to Green 
in the fourth quaner. 

Hammond's passing set up all 
three of the Seminoies' touch- 
downs and Grant Guthrie's 31- 
yard field goal. Sellers alone 
accounted for 158 yards in seven 
receptions, and Lane Fenner got 
52 yards in cnl\ four receptions.

Am- 
lllcar Vasconcellos Saturday to 
separate duels because of a 
political dispute. Vasconcellos 
was Gestido's finance minister 
until his resignation Oct. 9. 

Duels are legal In this South 
American republic of 2.6 million 
persons. The law requires the 
president leaves Ua office be- 
fore engaging to a challenge to 
duel. 

Gestldo, a 65-year-old retired 
air force general, toek an indef- 
inite leave of ebsoiee. 

Vice President Jorse Paclieco 
Areco took over as acttag cUef 
executive.

Eshkol Announces 



Israel To Keep Land 



Jerusalem (AP) - Israel is 
strengthening Its cease-fire lines 
and Intends to reuln most of the 
Arab lands it won In the six-day 
war last June, Prime Minister 
Levi Eshk.jl Indicated Monday. 

"Peace Is the only solution that 
has not yet been tried and the 
time has come to try it," Eshkol 
Mid In a speech at the opening 
session of the Knesset, or Par- 
liament. But he added that Is- 
raelis will continue to "fortify 
our security so long as the 
threat against us continues and 
we are In danger of destruction." 

In Damascus, an army spokes- 
man said four Israeli planes vio- 
lated Syrian air space and one, 
a Jet fighter, was downed in a 
brief battle with Syrian Jets. An 
Israeli military spokesman In 
Tel Aviv denied that any of his 
country's aircraft had flown over 
Syria or had been shot down. 
The Israeli army said Arab in- 
filtrators bombed anisraellfarm 
building, shot at an army vdiide 
and slightly wounded a farm 
watchman In separate 
during the night InBelsan Valley, 
near the part of Jordan occiq>led 
by Israel. There have been half 
a dozen recent sabotage attempts 
In the valley. 

Eshkol said Israel will not per- 
mit "the restoration of the sit- 
uation prior to June 5th" on Sy- 
ria's Golan Heights, from which 
Arab gunners looked down on Is- 
raeli farm settlements. 

"Nor will the situation in SL-.ai, 
the Gulf of Elath and on the Suez 
Canal be restored to what It was," 
he declared. 

Because of the Arabs' refusal 
to negotiate peace, he said, "Is- 
rael will continue to maintain in 
full the situation as It was es- 
tablished In the cease-fire agree- 
ments and will consolidate her

Cornell Professor 
Wins Physics Prize 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) - Prof. Hans A. Bethe of Corr.e;. 
University, who helped develop the atomic bomb, won the ivr 
Nobel Prize in ptatyslcs Monday. 

He was cited for be4>ing unlock the secret of where the sun ar.c 
other stars get their enormous energy. 

For the second straiglit year and the 18th time since l^Oi, 
no Nobel Peace Prize will be awardedthis year.Tbe prize com- 
mlttee was unalde to ^pree on a person or Institution in the world 
that best promoted disarmament and "the fraternity of nations." 

No Peace Prize 

The Nobel chemistry prize was shared by three men, <_ tor^e 
Porter and Ronald George Wreyford Norrlsh of Britain and \'?s.- 
fred Elgen of West Germany, for their studies of extrenieiy fast 
chemical reactions taking place at speeds ap|»oaching one one- 
thousandth of a millionth of a second. 

Bethe, 61, was Dom under German rule L". Alsace and left 
Germany after Hitler came to power. After r*'o years In England, 
he went to Cornell, at Ithaca, N. Y., in 1935. He has been professor 
of theoretical physics there since 1937. Bethe was director of 
the ttieoretlcal physics section at Los Alamos from 1943 to 1946, 
during development of the first atomic bombs. He received the 
U. S. Atomic Energy Conunissioo's Enrico Fermi Prize In 19c 1. 

Chemisti7 

The Swedish Academy of Science, which awarded the Not^el 
prizes In science, cited Bethe for "sharp-eyed and clever" in- 
vestigations that began with the publication in 1938 of his first 
major paper In the field of star energy. 

The academy noted that scientists had failed to explain in tern s 
of chemical reactions how stars could emit trem.endous amour.ts 
ci energy continuously over billions of years. It said Bethe, ;y 
means of extensive theoretical computations of nuclear reactions, 
showed how the sun, and stars like it, could generate energy .y 
changing hydrogoi atoms into hellmn. Similar energy-producing 
reactions in other types of stars involve atoms of carbon. 

In Ithaca. Cornell President James A. Perkins e^qnressed plea- 
sure at die 162.000 Nobel award to Bethe, and praised him as 
"an ontalzed man who lias been at the forefront of modern physics 
idille maintaining a broad view of the world."

Honors Program Gets New Aim

A new direction for the FSU 
Honors \ rogram, aimed at the 
"curious and creative student," 

' O A being planned, according 
: . Stephen Wlnt«rs, dtractor 
o: :ne program. 

Wtv.eis, who Is also director 
of the ; iivlslon of Basic Studies, 
took o .er the direction of the pro- 
gram this fall, wtm former dir- 
ector Dr. Rgbert Wolwton left 
FSU to take a post as AasocJate 
Dean of the Graduate School at 
the University of Illinois. 

Winters has proposed a "re- 
examination and thorough eval- 
uation of the values and struc- 
tures" of the Honors Program 
for the area of Basic Studies. 

The three basic areas under 
;or^sldirBtlon are the methods 
of selecilr.g members of thepro- 
jrii; , lie kind of student which 
^he projrfiin should serve, and 
;iie i".cthod through which the pro- 
gram IS carried out on campus. 

Under the present method of se- 
lection, students with a high 
school grade average of 3.5 and 
* Floilug Achleveiiient lest 
Score of 450 are eligible for In- 
vitation to the program. How- 
ever, Winters said the average 
test score for the entering ires h- 
tnan class was 420, and the 450 
cutoff does not represent as se- 
lect a group as It once did. 

CHANGES PROPOSED 

Winters suggested two possible 
changes hi the selection method. 
One change would be to raise die 
required grade average and test 
score for admittance Into the pro- 
gram. A second criterion would 
not only serve to select the stu- 
dents who participate In the pro- 
Xrsr, but also to change the em- 
phasis on the kind of student who 
■aker par: ii: the program. 

'his criterion would be In the 
forrii of interviews and observa- 

loa of Students In their first term 



on campus, to help s^rate the 
"curious and creative studett" 
as opposed to the "good grade 

maker." 

The "neophytes" In the pro- 
gram would panlclpate tahonors 
classes and possibly In individual 
study, while being evaluated by 
the professors In the Honors 
Programi. At the same time, stu- 
dents below the required grade or 
test score who were Interested In 
doing work above and beyond reg- 
ular classwork, would be eligible 
for Interviews for admission to 
the Honors Program. 

The third area under considera- 
tion is the prograjiis which are 
offered to the honors student. At 
tbe present time, these consist 



mainly of small honors sections 
of r^lar courses, whichpermlt 
more individual attention and 
Intra-class discussion rather 
^h«ti x^gulxc s ections . 

INTERDISCIPLINARY STUDIES 

Winters suggested that a number 
of Interdisciplinary seminars, 
which would be required for stu- 
dents In the honors program, be 
included as part of the revamp- 
ing. This would eliminate the 
requirement for a specific num- 
ber of hours In honors courses, 
and would allow the participant 
to develop in the areas of under- 
standing.

As another example of administrative interference. 
Dean of Men Herb Beinhard ordered three posters 
taken down Tuesday. The posters, which included 
different photographs of Gov.

Dean Reinhard said the posters were "in poor 
taste." 

Actually, we feel that Dean Reinhard' s actions 
were in "poor taste," although he did provide us 
with another exan.ple of the alarming trend which 
we noted in yesterday's editorial. 

Gov. Kirk is the brunt of many a cartoon, news- 
paper story and column, not to mention well- 
circulated jokes. Does Dean Reinhard consider all 
these "in poor taste?" All have appeared in the 
FLAMBEAU, «at the FLAMBEAU has not been 
held back from distribution . . . yet. 

Does Dean Reinhard' s action set a precedent? 
Are all posters, student literature or annoimce- 
ments now subject to administrative review? What 
exactly is the definition of "poor taste?" Are not 
students free to practice the academic freedom 
which they hear so much about? 

A sacred principle has been violated — freedom 
of the press. It is no less important in a poster 
than it is in a newspaper. 

Dean Reinhard has turned the spotlight on him- 
self and unwittingly delivered himself into the 
hands of unmerciful critics who will evaluate his 
future performances. 

There are many other campus features which 
might truthfully merit the stamp "in poor taste."

however, he cited the fact lead - 
ers would not have been plac j 
in such an awkward position i 
protesting their own case hadii 
citizenry assumed the responsi- 
bility. , 
He cited the real issue ot 
the crisis as being "whether or 
not Florida's schools need more 
money," and asked that the issue 
be judged not on the teacher ■ 
behavior, but rather on the wel- 
fare of children. 

"If we expect to have schools 
among the best, our teachers 
salaries must be among the best. 
Presently they are not, he em- 
phasized. 

He sided with the teachers 
reluctance to wait any longer in 
saying, "I wonder if we won t 
look back in five or ten years 
and thank the teachers for «*at 
they did.** 

The FSU College of Education 
has trained more teachers and 
spent more time working with 
schools than any institution in 
the State. Marshall therefore 
concluded, "There is a fair 
amount of Florida State blood in 
the veins and arteries of Flor- 
ida's public schools and we are 
understandably reluctant to see 
it spilled."

Sugar and Orai^e 
delights are less likely, but continued aerial fire- 
works will rate the Seminoles as a crowd-pleaser. 
Competition is tough (Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia, 
NC State and others), and three straight wins is 
a prerequisite. 

FSU faces three teams in November, havmg 
5-1, 7-0 and 4-1 records, respectively. Do not 
be alarmed. The penetrating and cogent FLAMBEAU 
analysis reveals that these Tribe opponents are 
somewhat overrated by their won-lost marks. Op- 
ponents of Memphis State (14-18). VPI (15-22) 
and the U of F (9-14). whose records are summed 
in parentheses, have been less than standard.

Sound Intensity Measured 
By Giant 'Sound Tunnel' 



A giant "sound cunnel," five 
times bigger than any previously 
used, is enabling Florida State 
University engineering scioitlsts 
to make extremely precise mea- 
surements of soimd intensity. 

One of the first objectives of 
those using the device, technical- 
ly called an acoustical trans- 
mission line, was testing on 
stringed instrumoits, but the de- 
vice in a School of Engineering 
Science Laboratory will be use- 
ful for many other studies. 
Or. Michael Kasha, director of 



the Florida State University In- 
stitute of Molecular Biophysics, 
explained how the device was de- 
signed and built in a discussion 
of "The Physics of Stringed In- 
struments" at a recent {Ayslcs 
colloquium. 

Kasha discussed the ptaysics of 
the guitar, viola and violin — in- 
struments whose acoustics have 
increasingly occupied his inter- 
est since 1965. How the new and 
higlily efficient acoustical trans- 
mission 1: !es:g:.eJ Ln a.-;

Sound tunnels are more efficient 
than these char;, be rs because they 
offer a precise control of sound 
■^aves, said Kasha. Before, such 
tunnels have oeen a maximum of 
only three or four inches In dia- 
meter — too SHiail for complete- 
ly controlling sound conditions 
for tests of instruments as big 
as a guitar. The first Improve- 
ment, therefore, was Increasing 
the size, and a tunnel 24 Inches 
In dlamete: and 10 feet long was 
designed. 

Earl Eugene Watson, a form.er 
Instructor In englneerL-ig 
science, was U\ charge of the 
design and oulldlng of the in- 
strument, assisted by two stud- 
ents who were englneerii^ 
science seniors last year. 

Kasha said the sound tiuinel. 
buUt by Watson and his students 
consisted of a fiberboard con- 
struction tube wlilch was »Twf 
inside with sbeetmetal. To solve 
the problem of inteifering re- 
flection of sound waves wiiose 
wavelength matched the width (rf 
the tube, a smaller interior co- 
axial rube was insulled. 

The finished sound tunnel was 
found to have 99 per cent eff- 
icient absorption.

Soviet Space Craft 
Makes Soft Landing 



MOSCOW (AP)- In an apra- 
ren! ^r. run of a Soyuz space- 
ship intended for cosmonauts, the 
Soviet Union brought down to a 
soft landing Tuesday one of two 
unmanned Sputniks which had 
docked and separated in orbit 
under computer guidance. 

The successful landing could 
clear the way for a second at- 
tempt at a maimed rmdezvous 
and docking aboard a Soyuz- 
union- craft. 

Cosmonaut \ ladlmir M. Kova- 
rov was killed last April when 
his Soyuz 1 crashed chtring an 
attenpted landing after oibiting 
for 24 hours. A twisted para- 
chute was ofBcially blamed for 
the tr^edy. 

Announcements at tlie time did 
not say Komarov was attempting 
a linkip in orbit with anotlier 
Sputnik but this was widely re- 
garded as the purpose of his mis- 
sion. 

There was no immediate in- 
dication when the Soviets would 
anenpt to duplicate the success- 
ful Cosmos 186 mission, this time 
With a cosmonaut aboard. The) 
have yet to achieve a manned 
docking. 

Such a feat, possibly sur- 
passing the ones U.S. astronauts 
pioneered, could lead to the build- 
ing in space of huge orbiting 
platforms.

which was launched Friday, 
landed at ar. undisclosed loca- 
tion at 11:20 a.m. Moscow Ume-

Reconsider 

student Senate Wednesday -voted down a bill 
allowing freshmen and sophomores the right to 
own a car within the limits of Leon County. Up 
until now, this right has been denied to first 
and second year students at the University. 

Is is anybody's business who owns an automobile 
wittin Leon County as long as it is kept off- campus? 
For many long years students have pn^ested tiie 
University's claim to hold students responsiblefor 
their actions and conduct away from the Univer- 
sity. Now Student Senate has lent its support to such 
ridiculous principles <m the grounds tiiat parking 
places are scarce enough now. 

Recent Siq)reme Court rulings haveguaranteedmin- 
ors the same rights in legal situations within the 
University as they would enjoy outside University 
jurisdiction. This wouldsupposedly include the basic 
Constitutional right of owning property. 

As long as freshmen and sophomores do not 
violate the edicts of the Traffic Committee re- 
garding who can drive on campus and when, we 
believe that they should enjoy the same privil- 
eges off-campus as the juniors, >seniors and grad- 
uate students whose cars are not registered. 

Those who knowingly breach the campus traffic 
rules must suffer the consequences and justifi- 
ably.

'Sand Pebbles' Worthy of Praise

"The Sand PeUdes." a madi- 
crttlclzed fllm t»y Oaoar-wliiiiiiv 
(UractDr Robert Wise, la play- 
ing thnxigta Nov. 7 at die State 
Theatre on College Avenne. 

Critics have been over^ sev- 
ere with diis fUm, which may 
well have been the best Amer- 
ican fllm of 1966. Sure, there 
are problems with the film, but 
I've yet to see a perfect film. 

"The Sand Pebbles," based on 
the prize-winning novel by Rich- 
ard McKenna, tells the stor>' of 
an American gunboat, the "San 
Pablo," which patrols the in- 
land waters of China during the 
turbulent final days of foreign 
intervention in China in the late 
1920's. 

"The Sand Pebbles" succeeds 
in doing what the much over- 
rated "Dr. Zhlvago" failed to 
do. The characters In"The Sand 
Pebbles" become living, breath- 
ing human beings, with passions 
and pleasures, people wacan 
care about. 

The similarity between the 
central characters of "Dr. Zhl- 
vago" and "The Sand Pebbles" 
is striking. Both Yuzl Zblvago 
and Jake Holman are, above all 
else, individuals. They want to 
live life as individuals, treat- 
ing their relationships with other 
human beings on a personal ba- 
sis. Yet both are thrown against 



a political situation over which 
they have no control. They are 
nothing excqjt tools, symbols 
to this system, and the system 
ultimately destroys them, Hol- 
man immediately, ZUvaco over 
painful years. 

Steve McQueen's performance 
as Jake Holman is beautifully 
sensitive, and ma> rank as the 
best of his career. Holman, the 
little man. wants to be left alone 
with his engines, with his ma- 
chines. Through a series of un- 
fortunate Incidences, he is for- 
ced into the role of a propa- 
ganda symbol, which he grudging- 
ly accepts. His final act of hero- 
ism Is performed for an indivi- 
dual, Candice Bergen's charac- 
ter, nations and flags be damned. 

Richard Crenna'sperformance 
as the c^>tain of the "San Pa- 
blo" has been crltlclzad as wood- 
en. Vm it is perfecdy suited 
to the character he portrays. 
The captain is a man cnncem- 
ed witii appearances, with hero- 
ics, a man wiiow ideas of hero- 
ism are left over from the pre- 
oeeding oentnry. 

Yet tiiere are problems in 
"The Sand Pebbles." The color • 
print quality Is poor, is mud- 
died, but this Is minor. The 
biggest problem with "The Sand 
Pebbles'' is that the production 
Is too big. When director Wise 
trains his cameras on the teem- 
ing streets of the Orient, it is 



always from a distance; there 
are wide panorama shots M 
ways there is this objealvto- 
when the cameras should be neht 
down in the middle of things 
to capture the ferment of this 
restless era. Occasionally, we 
get a glimpse of this involve- 
ment. This Is especially evident 
In the fight scene In the bit), 
thel with Fo Han and the bullv 
sailor. Here Wise's camera gets 
right down in the middle of things. 
Vou car. almost feel the punches! 
the shattering blows. 

Another big problem with "The 
Sand Pebbles" is a maner of 
timing. The fllm seems inter- 
minably long. Wise does not suf- 
ficiently vary his pace. Instances 
of action and comic relief are 
few. The audience is more thar. 
ready for tfae violence of the 
ending, the breaking of the bam- 
boo cable across the river :hc- 
Bffitt in the mission coun >ar(l. 

Part of the length is due to 
the Frenchle-Ma Li subplot, 
which though sensitivelv and lu- 
perbly acted, deters the film frc~ 
its main narrative line. Too muc.^ 
footage Is given over to this as- 
pect of the story when the ston 
would have done better to coih 
centrate more exclusively on 
Holman's charaaer. 

"The Sand Pebbles" isabeau- 
tiful, sensitive film, with char- 
acters wonh spending the time 
and mone> and emotions on.

Gentry Discusses Morality Dilemma

' It should be remembered that the individual

:endectomy,the doctor, has the final say. so it

Q.- What are some of the effects of birth 
control pills? 

" According to studies, approximately 10 per 
cent of the women who take birth control Dills 
cannot tolerate the side efieas and ihey discontinue 
se. Of the remaining 90 percent, one-and-a 
half percent to two percoit have more serious 
=!<le etfeas." 

Q.- Could we have some of your views on sexu- 

■ity? 

" Speaking as a mental health worker, rather 

m a clinical physician, I can say that students 
-neapen a relationship by basing it entirely °"SMt. 

our society an unwed pregnant girl is a tragedy, 
^ere is something called seeking satisfaction 

tiich makes boys ttim to sex. Girls have other 
"-asons to base a relationship solely on sex, 
■~: getting attention, steady dates or feeling 
sex is ' fun. fun, fun.' Students jump to the 
assumption that unwed sexual satisfaction is the 



mature thing for young couples." 

" Considerations and mutual interactions that 
• occur in a relationship, along with the physical 
aspect of a relationship, all fall into the general 
category' called sexuality . Every person has 
sexuality; it is his personality, his relation with 
people I'f the opposite sex." 

" Students cry that they will become neurotic 
and frustrated with no direct sexual satisfaction 
This is 'a lot of poppycock." Someone once said 
that 'civilisation begins when aggression and 
sex find indirect release.' No one challenges 
the fact that all of us have to rechannel our 
aggressive impulses. You can't 'pop someone in 
the mouth' and in the same way, people must 
learn that sex drives must be rechanneled. It 
is good, proper and necessary that there be 
indirect satisfaction of sexual drives." 

Q.- What abotit studoits who are really in 
love? 

" There is a small group of students who are 
really in love, and their sexuality relates closely.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi 
dent Johnson conceded Wednes- 
day things "are not going as 
wdl as we would like." In Con- 
gress. But he said he Is optimis- 
tic about Vietnam and "I be- 
lieve we are making progress." 

Surprise 

These appraisals came from a 
surprise news conference in the 
White House Cabinet Room 
which also produced some pres- 
idential chiding of members of 
congress and others who are 
critical of his Vietnam policy. 

In addition, Johnson denied he 
had reversed his policy since 
the 1964 presidential campaigr: 
when he said he was against 
sending Americans to Vietnam 
to do a job Asians could do. 

The conference swung back 
and forth from domestic mat- 



ters, and legislative pr.gr.^- 
and Congress to war in the h 
East. 

Johnson said he would be less 
than frank if he did not concede 
disappointment at congressional 
inaction on his bill lo boost 
taxes-a step he labeled as vital 
to fighting inflation and holding 
down what he Cilled galloping 
interest rates. 

.Mthcugh Congress seems to 
have give" up on a tax incre.ise. 
Johr.son wasn't doing so at this 
point. But neither was he 
predicting success for his pro- 
posed 10 per<»ni income tax 
surcharge. 

"We have to wait and see," he 
said.

Chiiiesf Ambitions 
Warned of By Russia 



BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 
An official Soviet publication, 
for the second time in recent 
months, strongly criticized 
Communist China Wednesday 
as having ambitions to take over 
neighboring countries in South- 
east Asia. 

The criticism came in an arti- 
cle in a weekly newsletter re- 
leased by the Soviet Embassy in 
Bangkok. It was signed by Prof. 
M. Ukraintsev, described by an 
embassy spokesman as a tt^ 
Soviet expert on China. 

Anxiety 

The article said any visitor to 
Southeast Asia would become 
aware of a "feeling of anxiety" 
over thepollciesofChineseCom- 
munist party Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung. 

The publication of the article 
suggested that the Russians, as 
well as Americans, are hi^y 
suspicious of Chinese territorial 
designs in Asia. 

"This anxiety grows as the 
hegemonic alms of Mao and his 
groi^ develop and their territo- 
rial aims in Southeast^ Asia be- 
come more apparent." the arti- 
cle said. 

Claims 

Ukraintsev said the Chinese 
claimed Mongolia, Korea, Viet- 
nam, Laos, Cambodia, Burma, 
Thailand, part of India, 'ho 
Ryukyu Islands, the Sulu Is- 
lands in the Philippines to be 
parts of China captured by colo- 
nial powers. 

According to present da> Mao 
logic these countries must be re- 
turned to China, it said. 

"It appears that Mao feels 
these countries which have won 
independence have no right to 
an independent existence and 
must again come under the pro- 
teaion of China," the article 
said. 

It claimed Mao and his group 
: ^ - steps to 



carry out their aggressive aims 
to establish their mpremacy in 
Southeast Asia " 

The Soviet professor said Pe- 
king had refused to settle a 
frontier dispute wldi India. 

"For nearly 10 years, China, 
has been waging anti- Indian prop- 
aganda addressing ultimatums 
and attempting to interfere with 
the internal affairs of that coun- 
try," he wrote. 

"Chinese agents are weaving 
a network of Intrigues and plots 
in Bhutan, Sikkim and Assan-' 

Long To Push 
Campaign Aid 

WASHINGTON (AP) Sen. 
Russel Long com«ded Wed- 
nesday the Senate is not like- 
ly to act this session on a 
bill for federal financing of the 
presidential and senatorial cam- 
paigns. 

But Long, a Louisiana Demo- 
crat aiid chairman of the Senate 
Finance Coromittee which ap- 
proved the measure, said he ex- 
pects to bring it up early next 
year and push for passage In 
time for the 19b8 campaign. 

In a formal report on the 
measure. Long said the system 
of tax credits up to $50 for pri- 
vate donations and proposed trea- 
sury payments of $14 million 
to each major party for presi- 
dential campaigns "holds the 
promise of doing more to derri- 
ocratize (jur democratic gov- 
ernmer:t than anything else that 
has ever been done before." 

Six kepublican members of 
the committee attacked the bill 
Tuesday as a "poverty program 
for politicians." 

The group, Including Senate 
OOP Leader Everett M. Dirk- 
sen, said the measure could 
amass "an incredible $327 mil- 
lion" for campaigns for federal 
office if House members were 
included.

He said there was only a 
change in one sentence of a 
apeedi he made.

"we" to refer to himself. 

What he said during the cam- 
paign. Johnson added "did not 
imply then and does not imply 
now that we would not do all 
that is needed to deter aggres- 
sion." 

At one point, Johnson was asked 
for his assessment on what peace 
demonstrations have done to the 
America: c luse and how tliey 
have affected Hanoi policy. 

The President said he would 
hope anyone who has some 
peace plan would engage In in- 
trospection and ask himself if 
what he was going to say would 
contribute to solving the prob- 
lem. If it would, he said, the 
person had the right to say it.

MOROy AMA, Japan (AP) -

Hlrose said the patients have 
gained weight and some have 
gone back to work. All, he said, 
have reported improved appetites 
and an absence of pain. 

The surgery was performed in 
Moroyama General Hospital, 20 
miles northwest of Tokyo, about 
eight months ago by Hlrose, 41, 
and another staff doaor. Hiroo 
Suzuki, 43, wltb the cooperation 
of Dr. Yutaka Matsuo, 41, of 
Tokyo University. 

The doctors, who r^jorted on 
their work to the Japan Cancer 
Therapy Society last week, re- 
fused to say flatly that a com- 
plete cure had been effecttd.

had eaten at various places In- 
cluding the Union, the Seminole 
Club. Tallahassee restaurants, 
and at the Student-Faculty Col- 
loquium in Callaway Oirdens. 
Some students win wmthbinefor 
the weekend ciune b»dt. com- 
plaining of the same aflment. 

Not Food Caused 

Gentr, explained that most of 
cases were diagnosed as 
?astroentritls, which is charac- 



terized by vomiting, but is caused 
by a communicable virus. He 
added that the virus Is usually 
communicated on a person-to- 
person basis, and that this type 
of ailment would be even more 
widely communicated than a food 
poisoning epidemic. 

Diet studies were run on the 
ailing students who were admitted 
into the Infirmary , but they failed 
to identify any one food or eating 
place which could have caused the 
Illnesses. Dr. Gentry said that 
he asked Zacharx Skokos. direc- 
tor of the University Food Ser- 
vice, to Check the menus to trace 
possible offending foods. The

US Involvement in Revolutions 
Results from Economic Plights 



As has been pointed out bv 
analysts representing all shades 
of the political spectrum, the 
United States faces thepossiblity 
of becoming luvolvgd fai "many 
Vietnams." 

Emphasis Is usually placed 
on Latin America as tlie locus 
of these future Involvements, 
but invitations could come as well 
from Afirlca, the Middle East or 
Vietnam's Southeast Asian neigh- 
bors. 

Difierences In internal condi- 
tfona and variattons in intema- 
tlooal — political configurations 
of course will determine the 
name and eatteat of U.S. pard- 
dpttlon in the Internal aflairs 
of odwr oonntrtes, but the batfc 
picture is ew ei y w h ere theaame: 
an lyperdaas or ruling eHreoon- 
trols die acquisition and allo- 
cation of the wealth of the natton. 
aAdOe thevaat majority of the 
popnladon atarvea by tfae sweat 
of ita brow. 

That some live without working 
while others work without living 
anggests that the lot of the poor 
is not an eternal one, but rather 
a function of the social arrange- 
ments which the toilers stead- 
fastly enforce. 

This is an inclpiently revolu- 
tionary situation. Over time, it 
will both attract and produce its 
revolutionaries. 

Now amongst revolutionaries, 
in this day and age, there are 
almost inevitably Marxists and 
Marxist ideas; and Indeed, when 
people live unnecessarily in po- 
verty, ignorance and degradation 
Communists are bound to be con- 
cerned. 

Communist participation in at- 
tenq;>ts to alleviate these condi- 
tions is a de facto invitadon 
to intervention by the United 
States. It is possible, therefore, 
to oonatnie our foreign policy 
as centrally 'and essentially a 
crusade against Communism.

■I"he light which guides the 
formation of economic relations 
on the part of a capitalist nation 
such as ours is profit. 

The nature of the relationship 
depends on the nature of the things 
it relates. The continued pro- 
fit ability of our economic rela- 
tions depends not Just on the 
structure of our sciciety, but also 
on that of the societies to which 
we are economically related. 

Specifically, this profitability 
would be threatened by any system 
or government which would not 
permit Itself to be exploited in 
economic relations. 

In the face of revolutionary 
movements, a local ruling class 
has basically these alternatives: 
share its position of exploiting 
its own popidation with a country 
strong enough to keep it In power, 
or succumb to the revoludon.

Rome (AP) - A Jesuit member 
of Pope Paul'sbirth control com- 
mission said yesterday the only 
birth control pills the Pope might 
approve are those which prevem 
conception. 

Writing in the Jesuit periodical 
La CivUta Canolica. FathcrGia- 
come Perico, an Italian theolog- 
ian, said the "day after" and 
"month after" pills recently de- 
veloped have no chance of papal 
acceptance because they are in- 
tended to cause wemen te atert 
soon after conception.

Its planned touchdown Is li. the Sinus Medii Central Bay, considered 
a prime astronaut landing site despite its roughness. Surveyor 0 
carried a television camera and a small automatic chonlstry set to 
analyze tbe Ituiar soil. 

Launch 

The 2,223-pound mechanical marvel soared into space froir. Cape 
Kennedy at 2:39 a.m. EST Tuesday aboard an Atlas-Centaur rocket. 
The National .Aeronautics and Space Administration reponed early 
phases of the flight were near-perfect as Surveyor 0 staned its ^5- 
hour, 231,4l(i-.mlle Journey, its sensors locked on the sun for gjicaiice. 

Launch officials reponed tracking data sl»wed the rocket h«d Deer, 
very accurate In sending the spider-shaped craft into space and chat 
only a minor firing oi its midceurse motor later today would oe re- 
quired to place it en target. 

If all goes well, tbe Surveyor will reach the moon about 7 pjn.

Standing on the palace balcony beside her, the prince yelled doATi 
at the swarming photographers to give the elephants room, and said, 
"You might upset tliem."

G)eds Granted Opportunity 
Of Governing Themselves

The clock is striking midnight 
and all is well -- except for the 
FSU coeds who are just a little 
late. 

Two minutes after midnight on 
a week-day night means different 
things to coeds around the cam- 
pus. With the new changes in ad- 
ministration and women's rules, 
sni&nts now have the opportunity 
and the right to set up their own 
procedure for lateness within 
their dorms. Almost every dorm- 
itory has a different procedure. 

Women's Council, made up of 
floor chairmen and dorm officers 
In each dorm sets individual 
dorm policies. 

According to Dan Schaeffer, dir- 
ector of disciplinary and judicial 
affairs at FSU, women students 
have been given the freedom they 
have asked for — that of dealing 
with minor offenses themselves. 

In previous years regulations 
have come from the Office of 
die Dean of Women. When these 
rules readied die house ccun- 



cils in the women's dorms, diey 
had to be followed to the letter. 
This year, for the first time, 
only guidelines have been issued 
from the office of Judicial and 
Disciplinary Affairs. 
These guidelines were set up 
last year by Schaeffer and Stu- 
dent GoverruTient officers. 
The guidelines given to women's 
councils listed maximum and 
minimum penalties. For lateness 
a coed can receive not less than 
a verbal reprimand and not more 
than six weeks of restrictions. 
Each women's council has stu- 
died these guidelines. According 
to Schaeffer, each dorm now has 
chosen the punishments which 
follow the rules. The guidelines 
are purp^osely flexible to develop 
the individual's maturity." 
"Too many adults think kids 
aren't ready for freedom until 
they are 21 years old," Schaeffer 
said. "But students today are 
better academically and socially 
prepared than our generation ev- 
er was." 
If a student is dissatisfied with 
the decistonof herwomen'i 



cil, she has the ri^t of appeal 
to a hi^r court, Sdiaeffersaid. 
How have die dorms coped with 
the problon of lateness? 
Perhaps the stroi^est govern- 
ing dedsfon comes to coeds at 
Landis Hall. Here, even one min- 
ute of lateness requires the coed 
to appear at women's council. 
Each case Is dealt with in- 
dividually. 

Salley Hall has no policy for 
lateness and the coimselor there 
reported diat they have not had 
any problem wldi lateness. How- 
ever, if a coed does come in 
excessively late, she will be re- 
quired to appear before die dorm 
judicial board. 
For every four minutes a coed 
at Cawthon Hall is late, she must 
come in one hour earlier on an- 
other night. After five minutes 
she must go to women's council 
for partial restrictions. 
Degraff Hall, the coed dorm used 
for the cluster program, had had 
no incidents of lateness when they 
were questioned. The spokesman

For the fifth weekend In a row Seminole fans will get a chance to witness 
their team as the Tribe plays its final home game of the season against 
the Hokies of Vixginia Polytechnic Institute. 



For the second time in nvo 
seasons \ a. Tech had a seven- 
game winning streak snapped by 
Miami's talented Hurricanes — 
and by identical scores 14-7. 
Tech was undefeated going into 
last week's contest with Miami, 
and they will be looking to get 
back on the right track. 

Tech leads In the 11-game 
series with six wins, including 
last year's 23-21 victory over 
the Tribe in Lane Stadiuin, on 
the strength of a safety. 

Tech'.s defense, nicknamed 
"Gauchos and .\mlgoS". has al- 
lowed only 62 points in eight 
games but their offense has 
left something to be desired this 
season. Their only score last 
week came off safety Frank Lor- 
la's 95-yard punt return, and the 
Miami defense kept them bottled 
up in their won territory most 
of :he dfterr.o. n. 

Much of the Gobblers' scoring 
has come off the foot of place- 
kicker John Utin. The British 
soccer-style kicker has booted 
nine field goals and 15 extra 
points for a total of 42 points. 

Tech's running ofCense is built 
around 5-10, 225-pouiiderGeorge 
Constantinides and sc^homore 
wingback Terry Smoot. Constant- 
inides is the second leading scor- 
er with 38 points, and trails 
Smoot in rushing with 289 yards 
in 80 carries for a 3.6 average. 
In his first year in varsity com- 
petition, Smoot has ledall ground 
gainers with 356 yards and a 
5.2 average. 

The Hokies' defense has been 
in good shape, and their oppon- 
ents have found a lot of trou- 
ble getting past Tech's 30-yard 
line. The "Amigos," Tech's line 



backers, have allowed only 65.1 
yards per game nishlng, but the 
Tech secondary, "Gauchos," 
have been beaten for 157.1 yards 
a game through the air. 

Florida State's passing attack 
is considered to be among the 
best in the nation, and the Tech- 
men may have a hard time with 
Kim Hammond's aerials. Tech 
coach Jerry Claiborne complain- 
ed. "It's tough to design a de- 
fense for a team that sends out 
five receivers at a time, es- 



pecially ones like Ron Sellers 
and Thurston Taylor." 

AH-.^merica safetyman Frank 
Lorla has been a standout for 
the Tech.'r.en again this year. 
So far he has returned 29 punts 
for a total of 424 yards, inclu- 
ding last week's touchdown scam- 
per. He also has picked off three 
of the opponents' passes for 64 
yards. 

Tech quarterback Al Kincaid 
has completed 43 of 82 passing 
attempts for 346 yards.

Atomic Energy Commission for 
anotber year of research In che 
Insdnite of MolecuIarBlophysica 
(1MB), was announced today. 

The grant, for a research per- 
iod extending througii nexr Au- 
gust, brings to $4,709,000 the 
si5)port from the AEC's Di- 
vision of Biology and Medicine 
since the Institute was launched 
In 1960. 

Dr. Michael Kasha, director 
cl the Insiirute, said today about 
the new gra ■ 

"It. is gr .:;;>Lng that the AEC 
still supports pure research in 
■ne unlversirles of the countrv 
-Spite the current trends of 
increased military' spending ir. 
other agencies, tiniverslries ;r 
the country rely heavily on Fe- 
deral support and In this regard 
the AEC, the National Science 
Foundation and National 
Institutes of Health seem to be 
the agencies on whom respon- 
sibility for university research 
support must fall." 

The grant, said Kasha, will 
support the research activities 
of 28 senior scientists, 18 re- 
search associates and- 25 gra- 
duate assistants, among other 
personnel, during the present 
budget year. 

The Institute emphasizes an 
interd^artmental approach in 
the application of physical sdeice 



to biological problems. It has 
been Increasingly concerned with 
radiation biology, photoblology, 
and certain areas of molecular 
biology and sensory biophysics. 

In addition to having on cam- 
pus for periods of a few days to 
several months some of the 
outstanding research scientists 
of this nation and the world, 
the institute sends its own scien- 
tists to other universities In this 
country and abroad. 

Dr. Kashaj a molecular spec- 
troscoplst. has just returned 
from Columbia.

Dr7 Vernon B. Fox. cnairman 
of the Florida State University 
criminology dept.. advocated 
propexiy staffed local Jails as 
headquuters for oonununlty 
treatment programs for law of- 
fenders instead of large, cei- 
tral prisons. 

Dr. Fox led a syn^sium on 
"The Limits of Community 
Treatment for Offenders Now 
Incarcerated" at the annual 
meeting of the American Socie- 
ty of Criminology at New Yoric 
Unlversiry. 

The speaker, chairman of 
FSU's Criminology and Cor- 
rections Program, said proper 
diagnosis of criminal offenders is 
necessan for a community or- 
iented correctional program and 
that, lacking facilities and staff 
for such diagnosis, "American 
corrections has resorted to the 
cold storage or tbe warehouse 
concept where people are held 
in suspension for a given length 
of time before testing them again 
in society. In the long run, this 
Is a more expensive operation 
because the return rate is so 
hl^ 

Symptoms Treated 

"When everyone is treated a- 
llke, their treatment may be spe- 
cific £0 only a small percentage 
of the group under 'treatmentl 
For example, excessive use of 
alcohol can result from many and 
varied erases, so the treatment 
of alcoholism becomes the treat- 
ment of a symptom and does 
not get to the basis of the prob- 
lem which is why treatment in 
this' area has not been success- 
fill. 

"SimUariy. a person may steal 
an automobile for a variety of 
reasons. A neurotic may steal 
It compulsively, a sociopath may 
steal It Impulsively, a normal 
In stress may Steal it when In 
need of transportation, and others 
may steal it for a joy ride. The 
treatment of the neurotic is dia- 
metrically <^sed to the treat- 
ment of the sociopath. Conse- 
quently, the treating of all auto- 
mobUe thieves alike would reach 
only a small percentage and would 
not touch or would damage ot- 
hers. Tl»e diagnosis necessary 
for community treatment pro- 
grams would render treatntent 
^ore effective and. in the long 
run, less expensive to society. 
"Prisons can ^e eHm^ 
.' ««d. ba fl*y can be «h-asil«lr- 



ly reduced in size and number. 
There is hardly any state in the 
United States that actuaUv needs 
to house In a central prison 
more than 500 inmates. Most 
would need space for only 200 
or 300. The rest of the prison 
population could be more effect- 
ively handled In community or- 
iented programs." 

Dr. Fox said only two broad 
dassWcations of prisoners need 
the security of a central prison: 
the sociopaths with asocial atti- 
tudes who have proved them- 
selves dangerous and "the emo- 
tionally disturbed groi?), either 
intensely neurotic, the psycho- 
tic, or other emotionally dls- 
tmbed people who have demon- 
strated that they are dangerous." 

Correctional treatment pro- 
gram< have shown themselves to 
be as effective as treatment pro- 
grams in other fields. Fox said, 
and community orlaited treat- 
ment programs "have shown su- 
perior success as comparedwlth 
institutional programs." 

Must be PrUons 

This, he said, "is because the 
individual in the community 
maintains his social ties ^ch 
provide enotlonal security. The 
institution takes him flpom dx>se 
social ties and leaves him in 
a limbo as far as relati onsh^ s 
with other people are concerned. 
While it is desirable for emo- 
tional security to have relation- 
ships with other people, the con- 
centration in the prison ofnon- 
conforming people would render 
the maintenance of relationships 
with others questionable In view 
of the objective society is at- 
tempting to adiieve throu|^ cor- 
rections. 

"Communit> oriented pro- 
grams wUl be emphasized in 
the future. No longer wUl we 
attempt to train people to live 
In a free community while lock- 
ed in a rigid insitution. Too much 
work is created by the Insti- 
tution. Juvenile institutions are 
most damaging because delin- 
quents are committed to he mo- 
sexual institutions right in the 
middle of the narcissic period, 
an important phase in the de- 
velopment of heterosexual per- 
sonality. Consequently, the insti- 
tution interferes withpsychosex- 
ual development in our society. 
Community oriented programs 
eliminate these problems that are 
built into institutions. 

"The local jail has exceU- 
ent potential for residential 
treatment center if properly staf- 
fed. Offenders can be handled in 
the community by resident staff. 
If oecassaKy. .they can .splend a 



few days on occasion in the 
localjall for purposes of con- 
ditioning or applying external 
control as needed. This process 
is frequently used by probation 
and parole officers under the 
term of 'jail therapy.'

Middle East Crisis 
Near New Showdown 



United Nations, N.Y. (AP) - 
Impatient after long weeks of 
fruitless negotiations, Egypt 
called Tuesday for an urgent 
meeting of the U.N. Security 
Council and set the stage for a 
showdown over rival plans for a 
Middle East settlement. 

The request came in the midst 
of betted bargaining over a new 
UA draft resolution that Amer- 
icans had hoped would break the 
prolonged deadlock over Israeli 
withdrawal from Arab territory 
captured in the stx-day war last 
June and continued Ar^ bellig- 
erence toward Israel. 

Resolutions 

Soon after the Egyptian request 
was stdjmitted, two resolutions 
were introduced - one by the Un- 
ited States, and the other by In- 
dia, Mali and Nigeria. 

Members of the 15-natlon coun- 
cil consulted on the time of the 
meeting but said it mig^ nbt be 
held until Thursday. The coun- 
cil was scheduled to meet yes- 
terday afternoon on a complaint 



from the Congo. 
Both the U.S. draft a^id the three- 
power proposal would authorize 
the sending of a special repre- 
sentative to the Middle East to 
try to work out a settlement be- 
tween the parties, but they differ 
in the precise assignment given 
to the r^rssentatlve. 

Withdrawal 

The three-power draft would 
call for Israeli withdrawal "from 
all territories occupied as a re- 
sult of the recent conflia," a 
formulation that Israel contends 
prejudices its posiUon. The U.S, 
plan calls simply for"withdraw- 
al of armed forces from occupied 
territories." 

Each also would call for an end 
to the Arab state of belligerency 
against Israel , recognition of the 
right of freedom of navigation of 
International waterways and the 
need for a solution to the Arab 
refugee problem. But they did not 
agree on the exact language in 
which these principles should be 
expressed. 



Saturn Launch Due lodav 



Cape Kennedy, Fla. (AP) - 
Workmen Tuesday loaded the 
power system of the Apollo 
spacecraft to be lofted toda> in 
the first test of the Saturn 5 moon 
rocket, the biggest thing ever 
built to fly. 
As count clicked down past min- 
us two days, :he weather team 
tested gusts froan the cold that 
refrigerated the Cape area Sun- 
day and .Monda\. They said winds 
will be high and seas rough 
Thursday morning, but likely will 
not interfere with Saturn 5's 
flight. 

Launch work went smoolMy. Re- 
straining arms that will hug the 
rocket until it revs up to top 
power were loaded with e;q)los- 
ives that will blast them open to 
free that vehicle. 

The Apollo spacecraft, like the 
one that will carry astronauts on 
the moon trip, was loaded Tues- 
day with supercold gases that run 
its fuel cell electrical supply. 

The rocket is to fly at 7 a.m. 
EST Thursday, but the space ag- 
ency can launch as late as midday 
if holds develop in the countdown. 

The 8 1/2 hour flight is to send 
the Apollo ship and the Saturn's 
third stage into a low parking or- 
bit. After one revolution, the 



third stage is to re-start, taking 
the craft out 11,400 miles for j 
fiery plunge home at 25,000 ri-.iles 
per hour, the speed of a ship 
coming home from the moon. 

The Apollo comniand module is 
to encounter temperatures up to 
4,500 degrees as it skips into the 
atmosphere over the Pacific. It is 
to drop gentl> by parachutes 
northwest of Hawaii and be claim- 
ed from the sea. Weather fore- 
cast for the recovery zone was 
good Tuesday. 

Aside from qualifying an intend- 
ed workhorse rocket of the Am- 
erican space program and the 
man-protective shield of the Ap- 
ollo space ship the flight wHl 
test the design of the quick-es- 
cape hatch devised after the Jan! 
27 fire which killed three astro- 
nauts. 

U the 36- story- high. 6,000- ton 
Saturn 5 goes today, it will be 
the finale to one of America's 
busiest space weeks in months.

Cactus Jark 
Meets Death 

Uvalde, Tex. (AP) - John Nance 
Gamer, who rose from the 
humble origins in mral Texas to 
the nation's highest p ower coun- 
cils, died quietly and painlessly 
Tuesday. He was 98. 

The former vice president, who 
was fond of referring to himself 
as a "litUe oldDemocrat."came 
within one year and two weeks 
of his goal of living to be 100. 

His last words were those of 
love for a friend. 

Garner, widely known as "Cac- 
tus Jack," was vice president for 
the first two terms of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's administration. 
He broke with Roosevelt overthe 
third term issue and left Wash- 
ington in 1941, vowing never to 
cross the Potomac River again. 
He never did. 

Death came eig^t hours after a 
coronary occlusion, in the bed- 
room of a frame house built for 
servants. He had lived in It since 
lumlng his big brick home Into 
a museum memorializing his 
wife, Ettie. who died 20 years ago.

A new philosophy of student 
government at Florida State was 
voiced by Student Body Presi- 
dent Gene Steams in the annual 
State of the Campus Address 
.0 Student Senate Wednesday. 

"This new idea is that stu- 
dents collectively be given, or 
that they take, the authority over 
all non-academic aspects of the 
university," and that students 
should obtain an "equal voice" 
in the university activities which 
are indirectly student related. 
Steams told the student legisla- 
tors. 

As Student Govemment iww 
operates, he said, "Studentsplay 
leader by participating as sen- 
ators, presidents and other di- 
verse officers, and other students 
play electorate by selecting those 
who in turn play leader," he 
explained. 

"We are advocating rqiresent- 
ative govemment," not anarchy. 



Steams emphasized, suggesting' 
that representative government 
Is "surely not foreign in an 
educational institution." 

"Communication is the key to 
our success," Steams stressed. 
"We are not in the business of 
convincing student show fortunate 
they are to have us represent- 
ing them, but we are in the bus- 
iness of Informing students of 
the controversies and events 
which are shaping ih^ envir- 
onment." 

Again Stearns hit the Lecture 
Series controversy as an example 
of the futility of student invol- 
vement. "The lesson we have 
learned from this is valuable 
.... I would recommend next 



year a sqMurate allocation from 
student acUvitles fees for a stu- 
dent lecture series." 

Steams related facts concem- 
Ing the projected extra $6 foot- 
ball fee for eadi student which 
was advocated by can?)us atUet- 
tics and the Administration, un- 
til Student Government leaders 
had a bUl introduced in the State 
Legislature prohibiting dual 
charges for football games. 

Stearns, the first non-under- 
graduate student body president 
in school history, concluded by 
calling vpovi the student sena- 
tors for "honest effort and co- 
operation." He left the podium 
to a standing ovation.

A final section of the bill de- 
fines the cases which come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court, the Honor Courts 
die House Councils and Off Cam 

pus Councils.

Becent letters to the FLAMBEAU, and staident 
body President Gene Stearns' address, have dealt 
with various aspects of the interrelationships among 
faculty, students and administration. The views 
differ from those in favor of total control by the 
administration to those in favor of control by the 
students. Both these views have grave defects, 
thmigh each has merit. 

We feel that it is in error to equate the uni- 
versity with the administration, or to assume that 
their interests always coincide. The administration, 
certainly, has its problems: it is held responsible 
for everv'thing that happens at Florida State which 
is disagreeable :o son^eone. ini it parv be forced 
to defend itself before tne icgisidture for events 
over which it had no control. The natural re- 
sponse to this is an effort to establish such con- 
trol, if only for protection, which gives rise to 
a paternalistic society such as we have now. 

It is to the credit of the administration in gen- 
eral and the Dean of \'^omen in particular that 
the various women's dorms were given an oppor- 
tunity to establish some of their won rules. We 
believe that students can regulate their own affairs 
well if given a chance. 

Much is said about the juvenility of student 
behavior at FSU, and with some reason. However, 
students here do not have to regulate their owti 
behavior because the administration does it for 
them. Gresham's law states that people will per- 
form to the minimum level of acceptability; in 
other words, one will get what he expects at 
best, and usually less. 

Implicit in the close regulation of every aspect 
of student life and student activities at Florida 
Stte is the expectation that students, or at least 
Florida State students, are not only incapable of 
managing their lives, but are even incapable of 
rational thought. 

The administration should follow the first hesitant 
step of letting women write a few of their own 
rules, by letting men write theirs, by rescinding 
the hypocrisy that it is a crime for persons over 
21 to maintain and drink beer or liquor on uni- 
versity property, and by lettii^ students manage 
their own affairs. 

No one is suggesting that students take over 
the administration of the entire university and 
decide academic affairs, but merely that students 
should control student activities, including their 
own lecture series. 

There are two ways in which this could be done: 
first, the student activity fe^ r^ouldslmplv be abolish- 
ed, and student activities be forced to live or die 
on their own merits; under such a system, those 
who wished to se* a football game would buy tick- 
ets; the FLAMBEAU and the other publications would 
have to live on their advertising revenue and sub- 
scriptions, and so forth. 

Another possibility is to give the student body 
president the power to propose, and the Student 
Senate the power to dispose the student activi- 
ties budget as it sees fit, as well as the power to 
set whatever activity fee is necessary to meet that 
budget. 

In either event, students would be responsible 
for and to themselves for those things which affect 
their personal, as distinct from their academic, 
life. They would, in other words, be treated as 
the responsible citizensthey are suppo^»edtobecom^.

Wyant (Uaddy Rat) has welded a pass defense that yields 
less than five first downs per game. Furthermore, opponents 
have completed only 43 percent of their passes in 1967 , and the 
rodents have snared 16 intercqptlons.

Are certain risks too high 
and do they therefore limit stu- 
dent activity? What can be done 
(ideal! stlcally) and what are we 
going to do (realistically)? Who 
CARES? Hopefully more than 70 
people." 

Nancy's reaction is typical of 
the questions ralsedby concerned 
students and faculty during the 
discussions. 

Others asked, "Is there any- 
thing that the students on this 
campus are willing to put some 
serious thought and responsible 
action into?" 

Some of the answers or ex- 
cuses were brought to light by 
Archie Gresham. 

"Something we see very little 
of on this campus is the par- 
ticipation of students in mean- 
ingful and effective protests . . . 
The students here are apathetic, 
or maybe more to the point, 
lethargic. 

"Actlvlsim is more than pro- 
test. It is also a genuine inter- 
est In an issue." 

In ' liiie with the question of 
student apathy was the side is- 
sue of the possible consequences 
to the student for his actions 
in a student protest. Many of 
the students felt that their fear 
of administrative discipline 
of administrative disc^linewas 
a valid one. 

A spokesman !or this group 
was Ben Page. 

"What happens if we do be- 
come involved in a cause which 



the faculty or administration dis- 
approves, or is pressured to dis- 
approve by the regents or othe 
outside groups? In two confront- 
ations it became clear that such 
a problem does exist, that stu- 
dents' fears of possible conse- 
quences are real. Although it 
is claimed that they are less 
real than a few years ago, how 
real they are today we can't 
know without first becoming in- 
volved and accepting the risks." 

These are but a few of the 
discussions that grew from the 
Colloquium, but they are rq[)re- 
sentative of the concern that evol- 
ved from the confrontation. 



To the Editon 

Florida State University, al< ng 
with many other southern uni- 
versities, is a strongold of con- 
servatisir. and the status quo. 
The generally pathetic student 
population accounts to a grat ex- 
tent for the enronely slow rate 
of reform taking place within 
the university community. 

Apathy la not an absence of 
ideals or oonoum. but is a lack 
of acttvlsm. Some studants on 
this campus are oonoonied about 
dM restriction of individual free- 
dom, free speech and the scar- 
dty of true education in the 
university. However, there is 
very little open dissent and cre- 
ative protest aimed at the fac- 
ulty or administration. 

This is expected since the 
university is merely a sophis- 
ticated extension of middle-class 
parental control, there is very 
limited opportunity to exerdse 
individual freedom. The univer- 
sity tells us what we can wear, 
where we can gok, 
whee we can go, whet; we can 
leave when we must \>e In. what 
books we must read, when we ca: 
have cars, etc. It is a despic- 
able state of affairs when college 
students are allowed Sf little 
freedom. 

Florida's educational system 
indudlng this university, has not 
provided for educail.in in the 



sense of creative individual 
thinking (unless of course you 
wish to define creativlt) as 
choosing one of four alien a" .es 
on a standardized dej :.n ■ t 
exam). The establishrner,: ;;e-- 
not want to cut Its owt throat 
by allowing new and differem 
ideas to evolve in the younger 
generation which is competing for 
positions in the power strucnire 
of which la developing alterna- 
tive stnictures. The institu- 
tionalized duirch, the source of 
our "rdlgious" training, p»ss- 

our "rdlgiott«^' training, pas- 
sively maintains the status que 
and permeates the sodety with 
conservatixm. With middle-class 
Southern society and family lim- 
iting so greatly the educational, 
intellectual and cultural envir- 
oment, it Is no wonder that sni- 
dents have never been poIit;call;. 
creative. 

However, the mass media has 
planted seeds of unrest ai.d urice 
In a while discontent ca- b« 
felt on this campus. It is a 
challenge to us. as stude.-.ts de- 
siring to be creativepartlcipants 
in the university communit\, to 
take steps to enaCT reforr-.. 
shoucl cut the University's apron 
strings and stop asking "Mother 
may 1?" it Is our responslbilltx 
and we must accept It.

Accept Responsibility 

Morford also expressed con- 
cern over the student unwilling- 
ness to accq3t the responsibil- 
ity of an honor system, and the 
prevalent idea that turning an- 
other student in for cheating 
amounts to being a"tattle-tale." 
He explained that, "The student 
who cheats is hurting not only 
himself, but all the other stu- 
dents in the class whose grades 
will be lower because the cheat- 
er does well." 

Non-observance also hurts the 
academic reputation of the uni- 
versity, when students who cheat 
their way through can't make it 
outside the university. 

"For an honor system to work, 
we need students who are mature 
enough and responsible enough 
to make sure that cheating can t^ 
persist, end won't be tolerated." 
he added. 

Gators More Mature? 

Morford said that the honor 
system IS effective at U of F 
and "1 hate to think that they re 
taming out more mature and 
responsible graduates than we 
are." 

He also is undertaking a study 
of the Student Body Constitution 
and Statutes.

of drama. Its history goes back 
to the late Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Centuries when the Pur- 
itans closed die theaters, cen- 
demning them as Immoral. Dur- 
ing this pMlod die playwrlj^s 
singly ceased writtaig for fear 
of Puritan reprisal. 



In 1660, the Puritans 
overthrown and the monarchy re- 
stored to power* hence the term 
"Restoration oomec^." The 
monarchy immediately re- 
opened the theaters for tbm peo- 
ple. 



Restoration comedies were of- 
ten called "comedies of mamer- 
Isms," from a phrase coined by 
Charles Lamb. Because the Res- 
toration comedies were thought of 
as filthy, people had to find 
an excuse to go and see them. 
Therefore, they said that they 
went to see them in order to 
study the mannerisms of the 
people in the play. 

Plays were considered 'dirty" 
because of the general line; of 
philosophy that ran within the 
play. The writers of the Restor- 
ation comedies wrote plays as 
a pastime rather than an oc- 
cupation. These playwrights were 
disciples of Thomas Hobbs, a 
Seventeenth Century philosopher, 
who followed « Hedonist line of 
thoui^t.

Elsewhere on tiiis page today there appears a 
letter to the editor expressing concern over the 
monster (and the only) Psychology 201 class, which 
has nearly one thousand, two hundred students— 
almost 10 per cent of the FSU undergraduate pop- 
ulation. This is the largest class in the history 
of Florida State, but as of now there is no rea- 
son to believe that there will not be a larger 
Psy 201 next fell. 

Psy 201 meets in Westcott Auditorium because 
there is nowhere else on campus (outside of Campbell 
Stadium or Tully Gym) which will hold that many 
pe<9le. 

Perhaps it would not seem so bad if this were 
the only class of this type. The fact remains, 
however, that Psy 201 is only setting the trend- 
Economics 201 meets in two sections of 400 each 
in Westcott, Biology 101 meets with 800, Statistics 
216 meets with 250, and last, but certainly not 
least, P^ 201 meets wltii 1,200 students in West- 
cott Auditorium. 

This is not education, 

Students from the tenth row back cannot see 
the instructor's face, much less make their ques- 
tions heard by the instructor. 

The arguments against "monster" classes are 
many — depersonalization of instruction, lack of stu- 
dent-teacher exchange, difficulty in maintaining 
attention, to name a few. 

The arguments for such classes center around 
one theme— space. This is a seemingly valid argu- 
ment on the surface. 

But there is space on this campus — all over it, 
in fact. A multitude of dormitory lobbies can be 
used without red tape. There are religious found- 
ation houses which should be investigated for fur- 
ther use. 

Moore Auditorium could be more extensively used. 
Since members of the Administration, the assis- 
tant dean of men and assistant dean of women, 
have moved into the Union, there is no reason 
why the students cannot follow in the pursuit of 
knowledge. 

Lastly, there are over 30 University-administer- 
ed fraternity and sorority houses, nearly all of 
which have space which could be used for classes. 

A roar of protest will certainly follow these pro- 
posals, decrying that recreation space is being 
usurped. That is correct — the above mentioned places 
ARE for recreation. But what is the purpose of 
this University? 

We believe, perhaps mistakenly, it is education.

At the gripe session 1 learned 
that a thoughtful Student Govern- 
ment comminee spent several 
weeks planning the ticket fiasco, 
and it gradually became clear that 
Student Government is composed 
of possibly well meaning bone- 
heads. Here is die story ulilck 
came out: 

The Monroe St. post off in was 
die desttaaan of the post cards 
mailed In vartons offices around 
town and it turned out that only 
the 10 or so people who mailed 
their cards here had a sure 
chance of getting a ticket. Post 
cards mailed a: o:her offices 
were brought In a large bag once 
an hour to this station and dumped 
into bags representing one hour 
intervals. It turned out that every 
card dumped into the 12 noon 
to 1 p.m. bag received a ticket, 
except the nearly 500 "rejects" 
Anc faiied to put their social 



security No. on their card, or 
who failed to heed some other 
petty detail. Do you remember 
anything In the FLAMBEAU about 
Social Security No? It wasn't 
diere. Of the cards In the 1 pjn. 
to 2 pjm. bag, however, approx- 
imately half received tickets be- 
cause the tickets were all 
accounted for tjy this time. 
Therefore, If your card was In 
the second bag, you had only 
a 50-50 chance of receiving a 
ticket regardless of when you 
mailed your cards, because the 
Student Government had no means 
of distinguishing cards mailed at 
1:01 p.m. from those mailed at 
1:59 p.m.There were 1,800 tickets 
available. Assuming there were 
1.000 cards In the first bag. 
the remaining people who were 
chronologically entitled to Uckets 
had only a 50-50 chance. It is 
possible then that up to 400 su- 
dmu were cheated by the Stu- 
dent Cevemmeat monster.

Sports Editor 
Thanksgiving is still a week a^y, but Sammy Seminole has already 
lagged a Gobbler for the occasion. 



The Tribesmen put on a 
record-breaking show for a 
crowd of 30,000, including rep- 
resentatives from the Orange, 
Gr.cr a;.d Libeny Bowls, as they 
swamped the Virginia Tech Gob- 
blers 38-15 last Saturday idgjit. 

The Tribe's outstanding offen- 
sive display completely over- 
whelmed the Hokles* high-rated 
defense which had allowed only 
52 points in their first eight 
games. The Seminolea racked up 
over 500 yards total offense in 
;he contest whldi saw 10 new 
FSU records set. 

For the fourth time this year 



Kim Hanunond accumulated over 
300 yards as he completed 17 
of 30 passes for 314 yards and 
ran for 20 more. With this per- 
formance he became the leader 
in four stastical catagories for 
a single season: most pass 
attempts (329), most pass com- 
pletions (133), greatest passing 
yardage (1,834), and greatest to- 
tal offense (1,915 yards.) 

Flanker Ron Sellers, Ham- 
mond's prime target, also re- 
wrote four FSU records. Sellers' 
229 yards on ei^t receptions 
set a new single game receiving 
mark. He surpassed three of 
Fred BiletnikofTs long standing

records of most passes caugnt 
in a season (57), and most yards 
receiving passes, both season 
(987) and career (1,955), with 
new high marks of 63 passes, 
1,075 yards and 2,109 yards, re- 
spectively. 

Place kicker Gran: Guthrie 
also added his name to the record 
books as he coUeaed one field 
goal and five extra points dur- 
ing the contest. The sophomore 
booter now has 50 points, the 
most ever by a kicker in a sea- 
son, and the most extra points 
in a season with 23 points for 
24 atten^ts. 

The surprising fact about the 
diree record-breakers, Ham- 
mond, Sellers and Guthrie, is 
that Aey still have one more game 
to go in the season. Tbey have 
bettered in nine games, 10 rec- 
ords whldi it took previous Sem- 
inoles 10 dashes to accumulate.

The attempt to establish a new 
program has been endorsed by 
both Student Senate and Faculty 
Senate. 

Last year's 1 9th Student Senate 
originally brought the measure 
in the form of a resolution to 
be proposed to Faculty S«iate, 
where it also met with favorable 
approval. 

The c :; mittees will Supple- 
ment existing departmaital com- 
mittees coi.sisting of faculty 
members. An example is the 
Dept. of Government, first to 
hold elections for committee 
posts In both its graduate and 
undergraduate schools.

TTie charges of sub- standard 
wages, racial discrimination and 
non-implementation of improved 
pay scales for FSU workers, 
which have been leveled by un- 
ion organizers, have been denied 
Director of University Per- 
sonnel Arthur .\dams. 

Adams brought a letter to the 
FLAMBEAU citing instances of 
incorrect or incomplete infor- 
mation which has appeared In 
stories, letters or editorials con- 
cerning the status of non- 
academic employees at Florida 
State 

The Oct. 25 FLAMBEAU re- 
ported C. T. Marsh, deputy or- 
ganizer ofprojectsfor the Atomic 
Energy Commission, as saying 
Florida State workers have "the 
lowest salaries of any college 
in the nation.' ' The quote was sup- 
plied by union organizor Joth 
Due. 

In a letter to Adams, Marsh 
stated, "Certainly I made no 
comment such as attributed to 
me by Mr. Due to the effect 
tbat workers at FSU have the 
lowest salaries of any college 
in die nation." 

Wages Raised 

A second charge was leveled 
by Due, that a promised reclass- 
ification of many workers, in- 
cluding a v/age hike and back- 
pay agreement retroactive to July 
1, had not yet gone into effect. 

According to Adams, the class- 
ification and pay plan went into 
effect Aug. 22, 1967, when the 
State Budget Commission for- 
mally approved the funds. 

Title and salary adjustments 
for certain non- academic em- 
ployees were made, including 
raises from $.75 per hour to 
$1.25 per hour for cleaning 
maids, from $1.10 per hour to 
$1.30 per hour for janitors, and 
from $.70 and $.77 per hour for 
office maids to $1.38 per hour. 
The office maids were also re- 
classified as residence hall re- 
ceptionists. The work week for 
these employees was reduced 
from 46 or 47 hours to the 
standard 40-hour week, with add- 
itional wages for «ctra hours 
worked. 

Adams also cited raises 



workers in the Building Services 
Dept., including hikes from $1.18 
to $1.38 per hour for laborers, 
from $1.23 to $1.38, $1.43, or 
$1.45 per hour for some janitors, 
and from $1.28 to $1.44 or $1.48 
per hour for others. 

He explained that the varying 
pay scales were vased 
pay scales were based on ef- 
fectiveness and length of service. 
The work week for this dq)art- 
ment was also reduced from 
45 to 40 hours. 

Due visited the Universit> Per- 
sonnel Office on tw<. occasions, 
according to Adams, and at no 
time asked for information re- 
garding the classification andpay 

^'^"'New Pay Scales 

Further niisinforrnation re- 
garding the pay scales for non- 
academic employees was given 
in a letter from Joshua Korsh, 
Student publicity co-ordinator for 
the union, to the FLAMBEAU 
concerning pay scales for various 
grades of non- academic employ- 
ees. Korsh charged that employ- 
ees in Grade One were still being 
paid as low as $18C per month 
and that the soonest new wage 
scales could go into effect would 
be 18 mondis from now. 

The new pay scales for the 
first fBor grades of workers went 
into effect several months ago, 
according to Adams. 

Oniit One, whidi includes 
maids, kitchen aids, food service 
aids, now has a salary range 
of 1215 to 1280 per month. 

Korsdi cfattrtped diat the min- 
imum salary for Grade Two. 
messengers, nurses aides, jan- 
itor I's, laundry clerks andlaun- 
dry workers II Is as low as 
$198 per month. The actual range 
for this grade is $225 to $295 
monthly. 

Adams also explained that liie 
minimum salaries for Ondea 
Three and Four were $240 month 
and $255 per month, re- 
spectively, rather than $235 
and $220, as charged by KorA. 
Included in ihese grades are 
clerks, grounds- keqpers, motor 
vehicles workers, cl«rk typists 
and mall clerks.

Professors Protest 
llershey Directive 



WASHlN(riO.\ (CPS) — The 
Ari.erlcaii Association ofUniver- 
sl:y Frofessors has strongly 
pretested a directive by Select- 
ive Service Director Lewis B. 
Hershey chat persons Involved in 
disruptive antiwar protests 
should be drafted first. 
AAUF President Clark Byse, a 
professor at the Harvard Univer- 
sity Law School, and Dr. Bertram 
H. Davis, AAUP's general sec- 
retary, sent a telegram to Her- 
shey protesting the directive as It 
may affect college andunivenUy 
teachers and students. 
Hershey's statement regarding 
the protestors was made to a 
letter sent to all members of the 
Selective Service System. The 
letter referred tu persons who 
protest the war and the draft by 
disrupting army induction cen- 
ters or keeping military recruit- 
ers from conducting interviews. 
The AAUP said Hershey has set 
forth a standard which would 
permit local board to induct per- 
sons for exerdsiflg tlwir con- 
stitutionally guaranteed free- 
doms of speedi and aasmbty. 
"The mere exi a ren c e el this un- 
defined power to use the draft as 
• punitive Instrument must there- 
to re have a diilUi« effect vpaa 
'cademlc freedom and free 
speech and assembly as guaran- 
teed by the First Amendment." 
The telegram also said thecon- 
<^t of some members of the 
icademlc community nnay be 



punishable under e.xisting le^al 
or Institutional procedures and 
that the further use of the Sel- 
ective Service as a punishment 
violates traditional American due 
process guarantees and Is Inimi- 
cal to the national Interest. 

"We do not believe that your 
letter serves the national taterest 
and we urge that it be promptly 
rescinded," the telegram said.

Gripe Outlet 

At long last students have an official voice in the 
decisions of curriculum, teaching methods, exams, 
textbooks and other academic features with Univer- 
sity departments. The establishment of student ad- 
visory committees for departments has created an 
outlet for student complaints and suggestions. 

The committees will serve as a feedback device 
to the faculty, evaluating the effectiveness of var- 
ious teaching methods, the validity and fairness 
of departmental exams, the adequacy of textbooks, 
necessity of prerequisites and sequence courses, 
and perhaps even the performance of individual 
professors. 

Undoubtedly the committees will suggest that the 
curriculum be updated in some areas, weeding out 

those programs which are no longer relevant or 
interesting to the college student of 1967, and in- 
troducing some new, perhaps experimental pro- 
grams. 

Faculty members now face student evaluation al- 
most on a daily basis rather than at one particular 
time of the year. Incorporating new ideas and new 
blood into classroom procedures should prove as 
absorbing and challenging for students as well as 
for the faculty; this revitalization. spurred by the 
mere existencf- uf the committees, will probably 
be a result with tar-reaching effects. 

The committees are a clear attempt to strengthen 
the university academically and at the same time 
make courses and all the trimmings more palatable 
to the students. Endowed with such a mission, they 
should be used extensively and effectively as a 
lobby for student protest or praise within the 
appropriate department. 

For example, nearly 100 students recently signed 
a petition protesting the size of the Psychologj- 
201 class which meets three times a week with 
1200 students in \^estrott Auditorium. Such h case 
could be appealed to the Dept. of Psychology by the 
student advisory committee: appropriate action would 
then be taken by the Psychology- 'if-p trtnient officials. 

Petitions might still be an effective instrument 
in expeditii^ changes, but should instead be directed 
to department committees for consideration. 

Student advisory committees were apjjointed in 
1961, only to fade into oblivion when student apathy 
rendered them useless. Hopefully 1967 will not be 
a repeat performmce. 

Recently there has been an obvious trend toward 
more student authority in the affairs of the univer- 
sity. Student advisory conunittees offer an ex- 
cellent opportunity for student voices to be heard 
and heeded in acadt-nM''' treas.

It Is true 
each man must search for his 
own Holy Grail, but for many 
the Holy Grail Is conforming 
with the beliefs and Ideals of his 
own society and that Is as it 
should be. It takes a bigger man to 
fight and defend his beliefs, but 
he ;s not necessarily • better 
man. 

Phil Mulllns, in his letter on 
pot, has some good Ideas but 
draws some bad conclusions.

Marijuana: Unreliable 
Or Trusty Stimulant? 



To the tditor 

When someone besmirches the 
reputation of pot, he should not 
go unanswered. Mr. Ashley has 
brought up the subject, so I am 
compelled to speak out. 

He has called pot an "unre- 
liable euphoriant which can lead 
to habituation and has found no 
rational use in modern medi- 
cine." First. I don't know how 
he defines "unreliable," but the

Of course you have | 
to be far out in some way be- 
fore you'll take that kind of risk. 
But I consider myself more ma- 
ture ai;d productive than the aver- 
age, js are a lot of other users i 
I used to know. 

The real problem with pot, 
as with alcohol, is dealing with 
the Inevitable, if small, group 
of people who use it irrespon- 
sibly — who drive while Intoxica- 
ted, for instance. We should think 
ahead and pass laws against 
"driving while incompetent." 
Police could spot-checl< motor- 
ists with tests of elementary 
driving skills — reaction time, 
coordination, vision--and fine 
anyone who can't pass, .-"ifter 
all, does it matter to the victim 
whether the driver who killed 
him was high on pot, drunk, tran- 
qullized or just plain sleepy? 

As for offenses committed 
while under the influence of pot: 
nearly all the bizarre Aings we 
have read atx>ut in the paper 
involved other drugs, not mari- 
juana. LSD, STP and speed were 
tlie usual culprits. 

I quit smoking pot because 1 
was afraid of the law. But if 
It's ever legalized, then goodbye

Current bowl speculation does not mention FSU 
as prmnlnently as one might expect, despite the 
Tribe's 6-2-1 record and electrifying brand of 
aerial offense. Although the Tribe will be a defin- 
ite contender for the Gator Bowl, once having 
fractured Florida, FSU has received no attention 
in Orange or vSugar Bowl rumoring. 

Bowl promoters are also businessmen in the 
host towns, and they recognize that FSU male grad- 
uates are too young to provi^ heavy tourist spend- 
ing in the Bowl town on New Year's weekend. 
Hence, every Bowl candidate having a long roster 
of male alimini enjoys a bargaining advantage over 
FSU. 

History undermines FSU in another respect. The 
tradition of winning football is barely in its in- 
fancy here, compared to the aura of such a school 
as Oklahoma, Alabama or Mississippi. A wire 
service reported that Ole Miss figures to be in 
one of the post-season games, even if it loses to 
Tennessee and thus holds a 4-3-1 record. 

Prominence of Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Georgia, LSU and Auburn tends to hurt the Tribe's 
slim chances for Orange or Sugar rewards, be- 
cause two of these teams will get bids and the 
promoters will look for non-southern teams to 
oppose theme 

Hence, it appesLrs that FSU's major opportunity 
lies in Jaxland, since the Gator Bowl is close 
enough to attract an ample Tribe following. 

Although most teams are not permitted to dis- 
cuss bowl considerations with the Bowl promoters 
until November 20, FSU, North Carolina State, 
and others are allowed to negotiate right now, 
because they have played nine games. It is quite 
possible that Gator Bowl officials already have 
made FSU the *'host" team, pending the Tribe's 
triumph at Gainesville. 

The Liberty, Bluebonnet, and Sun Bowls are dis- 
tinct possibilities for the Seminoles, regardless 
of whether a victory occurs November 25. How- 
ever, since the moving finger writes that U of F 
must be reduced to a pulp on that day, we consider 
it an outright slur to accept anything less than 
the Gator Bowl. El Paso was good enough last 
year, but this '67 team is class and deserves 
upward mobility.

'Draft Protesters First' 



WASHINGTON (CPS)— Stu- 
dents who protest tbe war and the 
draft by dlsnqitliig army In- 
duction centers or keeping mili- 
tary recruiters from conducting 
Interviews should be drafted 
first, according to Selective Ser- 
vice Director Lewis B. Hershey. 

Hershey has sent a notice to 
all members of die Selective 
Service system which says de- 
ferments should be given only to 
individuals who are acting In the 
national interest. Students and 
others who interfere with the 
military process Bxe not acting 
in the national interest, and 
therefore their deferments 
should be discontinued, Hershey 
says. 

" There can be no question 
that an Iridividual who is en- 
gaged in violating the very law 
that deferred him cannot very 
well be acting In the national 
Interest,'' Hershey said In a 
telephone interview. 

The new Selective Service di- 
rective could affect thousands of 
students at campuses across the 
country who have been Involved 
in recent protests designed to 
physically dlsnqpt the military 
machine, specifically recruiting 
and induction. 

Hershey admitted his letter 
to local draft boards is a reaction 
to the " disruptive and destruc- 
tive" trend which protests have 
bees taking. " There Is a growing

shey said. 

However, tbe Selective Service 
director said his letttr offen no 
new policies. " The law has been 
there all the time, and we are Just 
encouraging that It bcenfoxcnl." 

Hershey said the directive Is 
aimed only at those protesters 
who engage In " Illegal activi- 
ties and lawlessness. We are not 
trying to scop anybody from 
thinking or doing anything else as 
long as they are within the law." 

Hershey 's lener does not men- 
tion college students in particu- 
lar nor specific anti-recruiting 
incidents, but the point is clear 
since most of the demonstrations 
which fall into the "disruptive" 
category have occured on or near 
college campuses. However, 
Hershey said, " We are not Just 
picking on college students. This 
applies to all persons who have 
deferments for any reas<m." 

The authority for Hnshey's 
directive comes from a section 
of the Selective Service law which 
provides penalties for Individuals 
who " knowingly hinder or in- 
terfere or attempt to do so in 
any way by force or violence 
or otherwise" with the Selective 
Service system. 

Hershey's letter said local 
boards " may rcopn the 
classification" of protesters vdia 
^erf^^Uijgl^actt^^^vl-^ 



dence of violation of the (Selec- 
tive Service ) Act and Regula- 
tions Is established" the local 
board should " declare the re- 
gtetrant to be a delinquent and to 
process him accordingly." Indi- 
viduals who are declared delin- 
quent are placed first in the or- 
dn- of call. 

" If the United States Attor- 
ney should desire to prosecute 
before the local board has or- 
dered the registrant for induc- 
tion, full cooperation will be 
given him," the letter continues. 

Hershey said his letter also 
refers to persons who either bum 
or refuse to carry their draft 
cards. However, he said," about 
75 per cent of the pieces of paper 
which have ijeen thrown around 
as draft cards probably are not." 

The letter, or one similar to 
it, reportedly was sent to colleges 
and universities. Asked about 
this, Hershey said, " I'm sure 
this will receive wide distribu- 
tion, but I don't know who all 
got it and when." 

Referring to the protesters, 
the lener said, " It is to be 
hoped that misguided registrants 
will recognize the long-range 
significance of accepting their 
obligations now, rather than 
hereafter regretting their ac- 
tions perforrned under unfor- 
tunate influoices or miadlrected 
emotions, or possibly honest but 
wholly Illegal advice, or even 
complete vicious efforts to 
cr^>pl«, if not to destroy, the

unity vital to the existence of 
a nation and the preservaclori of 
the liberties of each of our citi- 
zens.' 

Hershey also encouraged local 
boards to provide evidence of any 
efforts by nonreglstrants " to 
prevent induction or in any way 
interfere illegally" with the Se- 
lective Service Act to the na- 
tional headquarters so that It 
may be made available to U.S. 
attorneys. 

He also stressed that prose- 
cution in the courts must follow 
for Selective Service re- 
gistrants who fall to report as 
ordered, or rsAise to be inducted.

Religion Study Furthered 
Through Danforlh Grant 



Florida State University has 
received a grant of $146,000 from 
the Danfoith Foundation for curr- 
iculum develt^ment and teacher 
education for die study of re- 
ligion In Flotida'spuUlc schools. 

The aim of the two-year pro- 
jea is to devdop a curriculum 
of religion study for use In high 
school social studies courses. 
"This Is the first such program 
we know of in the nation," said 
Dr. Robert A. Spivey, project 
director and chairman of Florida 
State's Dept. of lUUgton. 

He said religion is a neglect- 
ed area In secondary education. 
"On the one hand, treatment 
of religion in the present social 
studies currioilum Is neglected: 
on the other hand, religion is 
often mishandled when it does 
arise in the curriculum." 



Dr. Spivey hopes the project 
will malce religion as vital a 
part of social science studies as 
sudi fields as economics and 
sociology. 

Starting in June, 19^8, :he pro- 
ject's staff win use the facili- 
ties of the FSU University School 
to design units in different social 
smdies courses. Summer teacher 
education institutes in 1969 and 
1970 wUl instruct a total of 60 
high school teachers. 

As a result of the project, the 
State Dept. of Education is ex- 
pected to publish a curriculum 
guide to be distributed to all 
Florida high schools. 

Ur. Spivey, a Ph.D. graduate 
from Yale University, said the 
objectives of the project are: 
to help increase understanding 
of the beliefs and practices of 
religion in its historical context 



and to develop an understanding 
and appreciation of the continual 
interplay between religion and 
cultural forces. 

The project will draw on re- 
sources of HSU'S Depts. of Re- 
ligion and Social Studies Edu- 
cation and the State Dept. of 
Education's State Committee on 
the Study .\bout Religion in Ptds- 
lic Schools.

Grading System Changed 

NEW HAVEN (CPS) ~ The Yale University faculty has voted 
to replace numerical grading with a system under which students 
will be given one of four designations for their work—fail, pass, 
high pass or honors. 

The new system will begin next year and continue on an ex- 
perimental basis for at least five years. 

'i ale's present system makes use of a grading scale from 40 to 
100. with 60 as the lowest passing grade. The university at present 
compiles cumulative averages for each student, but it will no longer 
<^ so when the new system goes into effect. 

The change at Yale Is largely the result of recommendations 
^•ade by the faculty's Course of Study Committee, according ro 
Strobe Tallbott, chairman of the Yale Dally News. Some student 
organizations have been working to end rhe numerical system, 
however. 

r^rek Shearer, head of the student advisor> board, said the new 
system "moves away from the pseudo-scientific claims of the 
' ers system." He added that "It should make for an Improved 
s itmosphere, for there will be no more quibbling about num- 
ers. There would. I hope, be more concern for the quality oi a 
student's work in terms o! his own ability." ^ ..^ 

Still undecld«l is the question whether or not the university s 
two academic honor llsis~the dean's list and ranking scholar 
designation-are to be continued. Talbott is hopeful they will be 
abolished, but indicated that the new grading systerii will have 
imponant consequences for students regardless of what is aone 
about the honor lists. ^,„„ 

When students apply to graduate school in the future, according 
to Talbott, "reconiS«t»dati5ns are going to be much more ^^P°Jl^^} 
than they have been. Graduate schools are 's 
much more closely at what faculty members say about a smoeni s 
work." 

■Hie new system is also likely to end the campus-wide com- 
PetiUon for grades. A smdent's performance will be compared 
*lth the performances of other students in his depaninent. At 
present, Talbott pointed out, students are ranked by grade average 
In spite of the faa that some departmaiie give generaUy hi^ 
grades than others.

Gene Stearns Delivers 
State of Campus Address 



Marred SPE House 
Redone, Rededicated 



(editor's Note: The following is a reprint 
of Student Bod> President Gene Stearns' State 
of the Campus Address, delivered to Student 
Senate last week.) 

We are now well into the school year 1967-68, 
and thetimehas come to analizeourpast progress, 
successes and defeats, and clarify our goids for 
the remainder of this year. 

A student asked me this morning how Student 
Government was relevant to his existence here 
at FSU. I think most of you know, having been 
surely asked that question on numerous occasions, 
that it is a difficult one to answer. What do we 
do ^cb could not be done better by a professional 
administrator? What decisions do we make which 
are not reviewed and at times overruled by the 
"proper diannels?" And what service does Stu- 
dent Government provide which can justify its 
existence and its expense? 

The argument has long been made that Student 
Government is an experiment in democracy. Stu- 
dents play leader by participating as Senators, 
Presidents and other diverse officers, and students 
play electorate by selecting those who in rum 
play leader. The certain results of this system 
is that the students are taught the unimportance 
of their ultimate decisions and the infenorit;. of 
their own abilities and ideas. 

A new idea has developed in the last few 
years which stems primaril;. from the student 
rejection of the "play leader" system of parti- 
cipation. This Idea combines the ineffectual nature 
of the Student Government with an opportunity 
extended to select students to vote on university 
committees. Students, therefore, are represented 
on the committees which advise the F'resident 
on student affairs. Both of these philosophies, I 
would like to point out give the student zero 
authorit> over his own environment. I fear for the 
young students, male and female, who are taught 
by this environment that people are ixit capable 
of handling their own aiSairs. The student today, 
who Is told that the administrator knows far 
more than he about the rules be has to live by. 
and thereby accepts and encourages authoritar- 
ianism, is the same citizen who in later years 
feels an inability to voice his opinion because be 
feels there are those who know more; this is 
the standard rationale of authoritarianism. 

There is. however, a new idea of student par- 
ticipation and I hope that the Student Govern- 
ment will provide the leadership in implementing 
it here. This new idea is that students coUea- 
ively be given, or diat they take, the authority 
over all non- academic aspects of the university, 
and obtain an equal voice in the university ac- 
tivities which are indirectly student related. 

We are saying in effect that women students 
riiould write women's rules, that men students 
should write men's rules and that the student 
community itself should establish its own effective 
government. We are not advoi:atlng anarchy, as 
many would suggest. We are advocating repre- 
sentative government, surely not foreign to an 
educational inatitution. 

If you accept the thesis that a university is 
preparation for life and its responsibilities, then 
representative government of students by students 
and representative establishment of the rules by 
which they live, is certainl;. a vital part of the 
education of men and women to take their place 
in a modern society and to intelligent!) discharge 
the responsibilities of that society. 

An example of our "new idea" came early in 
the summer when the ui Iversity announced that 
students would hereforth be charged six dollars 
each for season tickets to attend home football 
games. Obtaining sympathy but no help from the 
university administration, Student Government pre- 
sented this to the Florida Legislature. The bill 
preventing this Universit. pollc.. was qulckr. 
passed by both Senate and House committees, 
where upon the university immediately changed 
Its position. 

My position is this: for the first time in many 
years. Student Government presented an argument 
directly opposed to that of the University. Mme-. 



over, we won. It should be recognized here, that 
we serve the Universit) only insofar as serving 
the University serves the needs of students. That 
is, believe it or not, a change of philosophy. 
In other areas this year. Student Governtnent 
has taken an active -nd occasional!) effective 
position to improve the generJ benefits nf the 
Student Body. Fledging last )ear to provide the 
general benefits to the Student Body. Pledging 
last year to provide a meaningful lecture series 
for our campus, I called together a special com- 
mittee composed of about fifteen students and fac- 
ulty members, to draft a proposal for a program 
this year. 

The immediate reply from the President of the 
University was that die lecture series was not 
a student grot^) but was a presidentiaUy appointed 
committee. My reply at the time — and I continue 
to stand by this -was that the series itself was 
far more important than who appoints the 
committee. Unfortunately, however, after four 
months of pleading on my part, the committee 
was not appointed until September of this year; 
too late to schedule any outstanding lecturers this 
year. This is a cogent example of the fact that 
simple procrastination is as effective a check as 
outinght refusal. The lesson we have learned from 
this can be valuable, however. For next year, 1 
would recommend a separate allocation from 
Student Acitivlties fees for a Student Lecture 
Series. 

TTie next area of our involvement is in the 
alloCBtionof Student. Activities Budgets. Although 
I will not take any time here tr describe all 
of the rec mmended changes .i j ';ave already 
experienced in the Senate an er.largeti degree of 
participation in the allocation process. iTie extent 
of senatorial authority is now part of the policy 
debate between Student Government and the ad- 
ministration which will hopefully be resolved in 
the near future. I would suggest, in this vein, 
that the Senate convene as a committee of the 
whole for one entire meeting at which time the 
budgeting procedures can be eiqplained andpeihaps 
improved. 

Perhaps now we should beconne more spedflc, 
draw our blueprint for the future, and esubllah 
the groundworit for success In later years. 

I would say that by far the sin^ most crucial 
and practical problem facing the Student Govern- 
ment today is our student newspaper. Our fond- 
est dreams, our most fervent and successful 
activity, will go for nothing if we do not improve 
the communications link to the Student Body which 
we represent; without an effective newspaper they 
can have litde Idea gf the events now occuring. 
And at diis time we do not have an effective 
new8p^>er. 

We are not in the business of convincing stu- 
dents how fortunate they are to have us repre- 
senting them; but we are in the business of in- 
forming students of the controversies and events 
which are shaping their environment. Commun- 
ication is the key to our success. 

In the past four months, we hjve been c'edi- 
cated to the creation of a new *;lnd of student 
government, and this is what we must commun- 
icate to the students. The Individual projects with 
which Student Government is currently involved 
will be published before your next Senate tneet- 
ing with some comments as to the progress of the 
respective projects. 1 hope that this will enable 
us to coordinate efforts and improve our chances 
of success in each of these areas. 

In closing, I would like to say that I am ex- 
tremely pleased with the work that this body has 
evidenced In the last few weeks of operation. 
Representation based on academic divisions is 
a novel concept, as you probably know, and if 
this group Is any indication of what can be pro- 
duced, then I am confident of the success of 
that system. 

Individual!) we should meet during the next 
weeks and Intricate!) explore the problems and 
possibilities of our Student Government, because 
on!) through honest effort and cooperation can we 
succeed in our endeavors.

FLAMBEAU to correct the mis- 
takes Inmiedlately after they 
came out Oct. 25; however, no 
action was taken. 

According to Korsh, the follow- 
ing were the misrepresented 
facts in the Oct. 25 stor^ appear- 
ing in the FLAMBEAU: 

'TSU workers have the lowest 
salaries in the nation," should 
have read, "FSU workers have 
the lowest salaries on federal 
projects of May college in the 
nation." 

The statement, "all FSU em- 
ployees get no breaks," should 
have read, "many employees,.." 

'There Is no wage differen- 
tiation. All employees draw the 
same salary," should have read, 
"There is no wage differential. 
All persons classified as labor- 
ers (heipers) receive the same 
salaries regardless of seniority 
of function," 

In a final statement, Korsh 
pointed out "while the grievances 
were exaggerated, none of them 
were false. All were atdwlrroot 
true." 

"As to the rest of the personnel 
department's claims, they arc a 
complete distortion of reality.

However, Chase said, this was 
not feasible since tfie money 
required would jeopardize other 
University projects and there 
would not be time for proper 
planning for the building. 

In addition, the present Circus 
ten will be "in rags" after this 
year's home shows and summer 
shows at Callaway Gardents, ac- 
cording to Circus Director 
Adrian Catarzi. 

This will also be the last year 
the tent will be required at Call- 
away, sind 

away, since the Gardens is build- 
ing a permanent recreation 
structure which will house the 
Circus activities 



New Home 

Therefore, a more immediate 
solution was needed to the prob- 
lem of housing the cirai.3 home 
show. Four possibilities were 
available, according to Chase. 
An enlarged Butler building, 
whldi Is die type of building the 
Circus uses to house their equip- 
ment now, could be used. A 
balloon tent or other traditional 
circus tent cold be purchased. 

The fourth alternative, which 
Is now being considered, is an 
open-sided geodesic dome struc- 
ture. 

Chase explained some of the 
advantages of tbealinnnlum dome 
structure over the tents. The 
Initial r^lacement price for a 
tent would be from $22,00 to 
$30,000, with malntainence costs 
of approximately $10,000 per 
year. Since the Circus will no 
longer be using a tent at Call- 
away Gardens, tUey wlU no long- 
er be using a tent at Callaway 
Gardens, they will no longer 



be receiving the $3600 per year 
which the Gardens paid for tent 
rental. 

The average life of a tent is 
five years; at the end of this 
time, the tent would have to be 
r^aoed again. 

Activity Moni«s 

The cost of the dome struc- 
ture would be approximately 
$125,000, to be financed by a 
$25,000 allocation from Student 
Activities Funds each ysar for 
the next five years. 

The structure is basically an 
"aluminum tent", the top being 
a geodesic dome supported by 
poles, with open sides and no 
floors. The sides could be clos- 
ed off with canvas. Also, If the 
land on which ttie dome Is lo- 
cated is needed for otlier pur- 
poses In t:3e future, it can be 
relocated to the Reservation as 
a pavUlion. With enclo.ied sides 
and a floor, it could be turned 
into a gymnasium. 

The "dome tent" couldtiecon- 
structed in a matter of five to 
six weeks, according to Chase. 
Therefore, if university approval 
is gained, the building could be 
used for tills year's home show 
in May. 

Building Plans 

Besides the new plans for the 
circus structure, work is still 
progressing on plans for the 
Student Activities Building whldl 
would house almost all other 
Student activities. 

Earliest date for use of this 
building would be 1971, and a 
special planning committee ap- 
pointed by FSU Presidoit John 
Champion is working to prepare 
a building plan to submit to the 
University and to the Board of 
Regents.

Miss Fuller expressed concern 
that requiring residents to move 

might be a violation of the hous- 
ing contract which states that 
dormitories will be closed dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays and 
between official sessions of the 
university.

In the smal^ space of the rec 
room might violate the safety 
regulations. 

Sbe also mentioned that many 
girls were not going to move In- 
to Gilchrist but to otber places, 
feeling that If tbqr bad to pack 
up and move out, "they might 
as well go someplace where tiey 
could have fun." 

No Change Seen 

Miss Fuller conucted the Off- 
ice of Student Affairs to see If 
any change could be made In the 



situation. Dean Jack Arnold, who 
is in charge of student services, 
said that he is still attempting 
to get Information about the sit- 
uation, but that at the presoit, 
no change In arrangements was 
planned. He said in the past, very 
few snidoits were affected, and 
that for economy, safety and con - 
venlence only one dormitory 
would be kept open. He said that 
the dormitory was also available 
to students from supervised off- 
campus bous&ig ■mbo could not 
make other amnganaits fortbe 
holiday. 



A poll to find the extent of 
student knowledge of and par- 
ticipation in Student GJovemment 
was conducted last week by Scott 
Berdine, senator from the School 
of Education, in Frof. James E. 
Sundeen's social studies educa- 
tion class. 

In analyzing the poll results, 
it IS important to note that only 
30 students were polled, a ver> 
small percentage of all FSU stu- 
dents. 

Analysis of the accompanying 
poll results shows that the over- 
all school average of voters in 
the last election was a mere 
in Scoit's poll, 37% said 
they had voted. 

This can be partially explained 
by the large percentage of 
students who belong to an or- 
ganization; most Greek organ- 
izations require members to 
vote, Berdine said. 

Another discrepency occurs 
among questions 5, 6 and 7. Most 
students were satisfied with stu- 
dent insurance and entertainment 
but felt the SG was not effec- 



■ live. However, these are SG pro- 
jects, a fact which the majority 
of the class were unaware of. 

Taken as a whole, the poll 
shows a lack of communication 
between Senators and their con- 
stituents, of student knowledge 
of SG activities and of personal 
identification widt senators on the 
part of the student body. 

Berdine Is working with Chip 
White Sec. of Academic Affairs, 
to compile a standardized poll 
applicable to any student of FSU. 
Each senator will receive 
approximately 30 to 50 blanks to 
distribute in one of their classes. 
This way, a more general rep- 
resentation of student body know- 
ledge and qjinion can be ascer- 
tained. 

Results from this larger poll 
will be computerized and the 
analysis will be used by the SG 
in planning activities. Hopefully 
this survey will be conducted in 
the beginning and conclusion of 
each year as a measuremeitt of 
SG effectiveness.

Academic Freedom? 

The recent controversy over the denial of tenure 
to Dr. Marshall Jones has raised fundamental 
questions about the university system in Florida 
which badly need to be answered. The most basic 
question is this: ^-ho is better qualified to judge 
the qualifications of a faculty member; his col- 
leagues, who can render an expert opinion on his 
professional abaities in his field, or administra- 
tors, who cannot. 

The answer to this question is obvious; no ad- 
ministrator can evaluate a man's professional abil- 
ities on their merits, because he has no knoi^e(%e 
in the field. 

Next in priority come the practical questions: 
should the basis for grantii^ tenure differ from 
the basis for discharge of an individual with ten- 
ure? We think not. 

In either case, the university administration 
should be required to show cause why an individ- 
ual is being discharged, or not granted tenure, 
and should give him an opportunity to refute that 
cause, in a hearing which is open or closed at 
his request. The University of Florida administra- 
tion did not do this; their reason for denying Dr. 
Jones tenure was, in essence, that he annoyed 
them. 

Of what relevence is that? The purpose of 
a university, we are told, is education; Dr. Jones 
is, in the professional opinion of his colleagues, 
an inspired teacher and a first rate scholar. Thus, 
by firing Dr. Jones, the University of Florida is 
denying their students education, and frustrating the 
supposed purpose for which they exist. 

Can Dr. Jones be replaced? With the wealth 
of good positions open in the rapidly expanding 
academic world, who wants to go to a university 
which has served notice that one will be fired if 
he annoys the administration, notwithstanding tiie 
excellence of his professional qualifications. 

A university should, we hold, present every 
shade of opinion to its students, together with tibe 
relevent facts; this, in the broad sense, is educa- 
tion. Limiting the presentation to those facts and 
opinions with which the administration happens 
to agree is propaganda. If the ideas and opinions 
are worthwhile in the first place, they can stand 
the test of free examination and debate; if they 
are not, propaganda will not sustain them for 
long. 

If a man can be fired simpiy because he annoys 
a university administration, what do the words 
"academic freedom" mean? It is 1<m^ past time 
the imiversity system answered.

To Sir': A Charming Fantasy 



TO SIR. WITH LOVE, playing 
through next TUesday at the State 
Theatre, ta a charming fantasy, 
k woidd certainly be great If 
every classroom had a strong, 
handsome, Intelligent teacher 
like Sidney Poltier to turn a 
hardened bunch of London's near- 
dropouts into responsible, loving 
adults— in one sdiool term. Let's 
face ic it would take a super- 
human person to undo 17 years 
of environmental hardening. Su- 
perhuman teachers are few and 
far l>etween. 

Make no mistake: the kids in 
Poltier's class at London's Nordi 
Quay School are a tou^ lot. 
They're Just putting In time un- 
til they can get their working 
papers. The Cockney crouches at 
the lowest stratum of Britain's 
socio-economic scale. Hiese 
kids are Cockney. They are so- 
ciety's stepchildren- -and they 
know it. But writer-djrector 
James CKivell and Mark 
Thackery. alus "Sir" (Poltler) 
realise that underneath the tough 
exterior these students are ado- 
lescents wrestling with impend- 
ing acUilthood. They bear the 
responribilities of society but 
are granted few of its privi- 
leges. (Hoice identification with 
tliem by college students view- 
ing the film; many of us know 
we can't legally vote or drink, 
but we are legjiltf responsible 
for military servioe. etc. etc.) 

It is largely because of Sidney 
Poiiier's performance that "To 
Sir, with Love" stops short of 
sinking into total settimentallty. 
And there are moments of real 
re' slon as the students onotion- 
dll> assault "Sir" and try to 
break him like they broke their 
previous teacher. One lingering 
image from the film is a con- 



versation between Poltler and a 
mulatto pupil of his while the 
latter leans against a brick wall 
in the school's courtyard. This 
kid — as his fellow schoolmates- - 
has his back against a wall--llt- 
erally and metaphorically. So- 
ciety has pushed these children 
of neglect against a wall and 
they must fight their way out of 
this disadvantageous position. 

As Wtil as focusing on the 
problems of the students, "To 
Sir" also studies the dUemma 
of the beginning teacher. (Com- 
parisons with "Vp the Down 
Staircase" are in order.) Mark 
Thackery (Poltler) Is in his first 
teaching assignment. Reidly be 
is an engineer laying over in die 
teaching profession until he cm 
find work in his chosen field. 
He fully Intends to resign. He 
becomes involved with his 
"kids": he makes adults out of 



them-Theyall adore him. Everyone 
gets gushy and in tiis office Sir 
realises that the teaching pro- 
fession Is his call. In a final 
moment of sentimentality he 
tears up the contraa as an en- 
gineer which he had gotten ir, 
the mail earlier in the sdiooi 
term. 

" To Sir. .-. ;^h Love" Is a film 
to be seen but not necessarUy to 
be taken seriously. It Is a de- 
scendant of the Holl>-wood fan- 
tasies of the '30's and '40's. 
Many of them have their bases 
in sound social consciousness 
or awareness (see "The More 
the Merrier" or the Frank Capra 
comedies) but they always co: 
out in die end. failing to give 
us alternatives, giving us sugar) 
fantasy instead. Gee, wouldr.'- 
it be great if everything happen- 
ed in real life like It does tr 
tfae movies.

Students Need Faculty 
To Look Past Societv 



To the Editor: 

Although I did make the com- 
ment attributed to me in Fri- 
day's discussion of the student- 
faculty colloquium on the "Gen- 
eration Gap," It w«s certainly 
not my main point. It made me 
sound like an advocate of cau- 
tion. 

\Shat concerned me was that 
the faculty participants seetned to 
feel that we should be more 
aCTlve and involved. But how 
are we to become so, gi'i'en the 
kind of sciioolliig and upbringing 
we have had, the values of which, 
as Oean Lswton pointed out, are 
based on security—especially 
against another economic de- 
pression or World War—and con- 
sequent conformity. 

Two thirds of dw responsi- 
bility for student apathy, lack 
of perspealve, satisfacdon or 
whatever it is lies with the fac- 
ulty. The function of education 
is to force us to question, look 
beyond, the attitudes and values 
of society — and our particular 
backgrounds, perhaps to reaffirm 
them on a more solid ftnindstion, 
perhaps to reject them as in- 
adequate, outmoded, or hypocrit- 
ical. We need help— if the fac- 
ulty can't provide it, we may well 
turn elsewiiere — to LSD and hip- 
pie-land, to radical political ac- 
tivity, to peiliaps, saddest of all. 
Just getting a Job, making money, 
raising a family, and closing our 
eyes to other than personal prob- 
lems and Interests, thereby clos- 
ing the "generation gap." 

But for the faculty to casti- 
gate us as apathetic and to en- 
courage student concern and ac- 
tivity looks very much like an 
attempt to get us Involved so as 



to assuage their own guilt over 
their own sell-out (or is it "ma 
turlty" to accept things as they 
are?). Serious student aware- 
ness and action, YesI But most of 
us, to break out of the socially 
and educational!) reinforced 
molds of our upbringing, require 
initial stimulation from good 
sources and concerned, involved 
faculty.

Latin American Precarious Balance 



Pacemailsm Is Bdll om of the greatest bottle- 
necks CO economic and social devekpinent in rural 

Latin America. 

Such is the magnitude of this phenomenon, that 
It nia> be interpreted as a major force In pre- 
determining poverty and unbalanced production m 
r.on-urban work zones. Overall, paternalism tends 
to enforce a low degree of vertical mobility, 
complemented by tacit suffocation of per- 
sonal incentive and civic responslbllit;. . Its 
Lasic taxonomy Indicates three structur- 
al features:. an economic relationship, 
ta attitude of noble obligation and neo-feudal loy- 
alty to the immediate benefactor. 

An outline of subsistence agriculture sectors in 
Peru, Brazil, Guatemala and Ecuador to cite but 
a few examples, reflects that the paternal syn- 
drome embodies a regulative function between 
the "patron" and the "colono" (l.e., peasant 
worker). The former is Indicative of a patriarch 
wbo regul>^ estate life, serves as general ad- 
ministrator and ptKveyor of all vital necessi- 
ties. In more anadirMitstlc enterprises, such as 
traditional hadendss, be is the chief benefaaor 
f g fts or special concessions. Normally a"pa^ 
:r^r" requires strict personal lovalty, obedience. 
Jea^cation to the "casa grande" or a&ninistra- 
tive center and complete satisfaction of duties as- 
signed to his proletarian underlings. 

Diametrically opposite is the rural worker who 
must provide services and labor for which he 
receives certain amenities. These usually include 
•he use of a land parcel, limited pasture rights, 
V* rer privileges and, in some regions, quan- 
:.::es f . narcotics (coca), intoxicants orpetty sums 
of cash. This framework assists In fostering a 
local microcosm of impassioned fidelity and re- 
ciprocal expectancy. In addition, it generates a 
system that categorically divides social groups 
ard places respective members below or above 
ur.e another. End results serve to institutionalize 
relation norms and behavior pattlems among in- 
dividuals and groups. Finally, it offers severe 
drawbacks for developing wliolesome man-land 
patterns which would reorganize inefficient land- 
holding schemes. 

In order to understand this couBition one need 
only consider that in many Latin Amen.-: c u.i- 
tries control of a major pnqwrtion of agricul- 
tural land is exercised by a few owners, while 
there is a t«idency for over-firagmentation of 
remaining land Into uneconomical small plots

distributed among a majority of farmers. This 
situation is made more complicated by inherent 
reservations within a seignorial chss of land- 
owners whose prestige and power has been de- 
rived in most cases from familial patrimony and 
copious land assets. On the other extreme, pea- 
sants who own minuscule land-plots fall to meet 
the challenge- of innovation and seek paternal 
arrangements because of a lack of coital, rud- 
imentary technical know-how and sevaxe institu- 
tional rigidities. 

The occurring plexus is that agrarian legisla- 
tion striving for reasonable distribution of usu- 
fruct rights, as advocated by the Alliance for 
Progress, Is stymied or sidetracked into a vor- 
tex of legal technicalities and administrative in- 
declslveness. In short, paternalism and peonage 
go hand-ln-hand. If the precarious balance is in 
danger of being iqjset by sound social legislation 
whose objective is to offer plausible alternatives 
for revamping obsolescent tenure forms, landed 
elites and their peasant dependents will often 
denounce both the innovation Mad the change _agrat. 

The abolltfon of traditional hacienda systems 
and associate patron- colooo relations serves to 
devdop a yeoman middle class of agricultural 
producers. There is evidence, however, that Ala 
per se does not suffice for vanquiiliing paterna- 
lism. Social change via land tenure reform — 
either progressive or revolutionary — may unbal- 
ance the structure of local communities to tlie 
extent of forcing individuals into unaccustomed 
economic relations, thereby destroying communal 
culture and ideological homogeneity. Guatemala 
(under the regime of Jacobo Arbenz), Bolivia 
since 1952 and Cuba are all countries which have 
felt the impact of excessively rapid transition from 
hacienda-type economies to group enterprises. Un- 
synchronized class movements In conjunction with 
undue pressures from new power elites and re- 
volutionary obsessions have caused serious tech- 
nological setbacks and dislocation of marginal 
productivity. 

In sum, development programs aiming to pro- 
mote Institutional changes, both economic and 
social, that hopefully will substitute for paternal 
organization in rural Latin America would do 
well to consider an all-important distinction. 
To wit. there are consequential differences be- 
tween culture diffusion induced by central enforce- 
ment, and that which results from native re- 
c^tivity to market changes in production or 
technology.

Seminoles who tune in the weekly Poll Bowl 
can be forgiven if they sense an acute feelii^ of 
paranoia. Two weeks ago the Tribe was rated 
No. 18 by UPI and placed among AP's top twenty. 
Since that time, FSU's convincing victories over 
Memphis State and Virginia Tech have been bla- 
tantly ignored by the pollsters. In fact, FSU no 
longer finds itself listed in either top 20. 

One wonders how a 6-2-1 team that deadlocked 
Alabama can be overlooked by the AP writers or 
the UPI coaches. As of this date, Kim Hammond 
leads the nation in total offensive yardage (1,915) 
and Ron Sellers paces the country in terms of 
total receptions (63). 

A syndicated rating service by Dick Dunkel has 
consistently placed FSU in the top twenty. The Trite 
was No. 19 after downir^ Texas Tech and has 
risen steadily in Dunkel' s Index to the No. 12 
slot. 

Although Dunkel does not reveal his precise 
method of rating, it is clear that he knows: (1) 
FSU has won its last six games, (2) The margins 
of victory have steadily increased, (3) The Tribe 
plays high calibre opposition. 

Dunkel's systematic assessment of college foot- 
ball is apparently alien to the AP and UPI, who 
must have a mystical, occult way of rating the 
gridiron powers. 

Although we have no intention of defending the 
AP and UPI rationales, the foUowii^ may serve 
as a reasonable explanation: (a) FSU draws one 
of the shortest straws in gridiron tradition and 
reputation, ^^'hen voters begin their weekly seance, 
they conjure visions of Notre Dame, Alabama, Army, 
UCLA. Penn State, Purdue, Tennessee, and 
others. A relatively non-traditional team breaks 
the poll lineup only by virtue of a visible won- 
lost mark (Wyoming, NC State, Indiana) or a stun- 
ning upset (Oregon State), (b) Voters tend to look 
at the Really Big Ten (the SEC) before scanning 
the major southern independents. (c) Quirks 
of the schedule hurt the Tribe, notably Florida's 
triumph over Georgia on the same day that FSU 
crushed VPI. If the Virginia Tech contest had 
occurred one week earlier, FSU would have downed 
an "undefeated power" by 23 points and thus 
attracted some acclaim. 

None of the above reasonir^ is very sane. What 
FSU needs, in order to snap the pollsters' trance, 
is a whomping win over a prominent SEC team 
that recently enjoyed Top Ten status. It can be 
arrantj- pH.

The team adopted tiie nick- 
name "Grover's Gorillas" In 
honor of Dr. Grover L. Rogers, 
head of engineering science at 
FSU. 

I"he team grew out of the 
afternoon football games played 
in front of the engineering build- 
ing last year. Since Dr. Shel- 
don couldn't play In the FSU 
Intramural league, the men went 
to the Tallahassee City Football 
League sponsored by the recre- 
ation department. To be eligi- 
ble, the members had to be 
married and 21 and a grad stu- 
clent, or a reittdeot of T^a- 
hassee. 

Thirteen teams comorised the 
league, a:;d each team met the 
others once. Contests were play- 
ed under the li^ts / twice- a week 
at the Jim Messer field near the 
old city alipon.

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Saigon Regime Responsible 
For New Anti- Americanism 



WASHINGTON (CFS) ~ Anti-Americanism is 
not new in South Vietnam. It is inherent to Viet- 
namese Nationalism, to the Vietnamese histor- 
ical resistance against all foreign invasions and 
interventions no matter where they come from, 
t has been recognized by diplomats and news- 
papermen and it Increases naturally m propor- 
rion to the escalation by the U.S. 

But recendy there is another kind of anti- 
xmericanism which has nothing to do wth either 
raditional MtionaUsm or modem patrio- 
jsn,. It is inspired and promoted by the 
Saieon regime, by those people whose survival, 
exStence. and fortune »re nalnulned by over 
$2 billion a month and by U.S. lives. 

On Oct 23 Bui Diem, South yteaam s am- 
bassador to the U.S.. returned to Washington to 
prepare for the grandiose celebration of the binJi 
of the Second RepubUc of Vietnam and Its "elected 
eovemment. Mr. Bui Diem had been "WfY for 
several weeks in Saigon where he was advising 
the regime on the setting up of a new Cabintt and 
or. the projected visit of Vice PrMldMtt Nguyen 
Cao Ky to the United States. 

Upon his return, the ambassador met with his 
s aff to brief them on the latest developments 
£• hor: e He startled the attentive audience by 
saying that "the Americans who are supposed 
to come and help us are behaving as if they were 
our father." His collaborators were surprised 
not because they were ignorant of the conditions 
In their homeland, but because their boss's pro- 
U.S convlcttoos were of long standing. 

To be suie, Mr. Bui Diem Is still pro-U.S.. 
but as an oppommlst cl»fl eervent In these 
changing times, be tiioa|^ It was wise to repeat 
the new Saigon policy, the new "nti-U.S. line. 

As a matter of fact, on Oct. 6-. 1967. the Cong 
Chur.g (Public) DaUy. financed snd «»PI»fted by 
Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky and Chief of Police 
General Nguyen Ngoc Loan, printed on IM front 
page In bold letters an article written by To Van. 
Its editor. The article's beMllJne was: The 
ufeople of Vlemam will cry untU blood comes out 
of their eyes before the U.S. scheme << J^vision 
and (in smaller type) " The desanictlon of the 
Communists." 

Following the headline, in large letters , was 
a leading paragraph: " During 10 years of resis- 
tance, the French colonialists and the Communists 
had disrupted the nationalist forces. Nine years 
under feudal Ngo Dlnh Dlem's regime, repres- 
sions, briberies and character assaslnatlons have 
killed all prestige of the nationaUst parties and ^ 
their capacity for leadership.** — 

Convocation Salutes 
Music Achievement 



The next day. October 7, also on the front page 
and in bold letters, the same paper carried the 
same kind of article under the headline: "The U.S. 
duplicates die French colonial policy of destroying 
nadonalist forces. It creates loyal agents, and 
divides political pardes and religions in order to 
freely manipulate in case of negotiadons." 

This Saigon-promoted anti-Amerlcanlsm Is re- 
miniscent of the same campaign, with different 
motives (the present one Is simply blackmail) 
carried on during the last days of Ngo Dlnh 
Nhu, accused, through Inspired articles in the En- 
glish Daily Times of Vietnam (edited by an Ameri- 
can), the " U.S. and the CIA of trying to Oira 
South Vietnam into a colony." 

Tlie fate of President Diem and his brother 
are known. One wonders about Ky and Loan. Of 
course It Is vasdy unfair to compalr Ky and Loan 
with President Diem and his brodier. The i*nl- 
laclty Is In the situation only. 

Perhaps theWblteHMiseandtbeStateDQMranent 
resent Saigon campa^ blackmail under tibe dis- 
guise of sudtoi nationalism.. One Indication was 
the poor attendance at the' celdbratlra of die 
birth of the Second RQ)ubllc (die first one b^ 
under President Diem) at the Soudi Vtetnamese 
Embassy la Washington mi November 1. 

There were few people of Importance at the party 
and diis prompted Judidi Martin to headltae the 

half column story of die event: "Where were the 
VIPs?" Her article in the Washington Post of 
November 2 said: " There were a great numbo* 

of minor State Department types whom the Am- 
bassador of South Vietnam. Bui Diem, descrtoed 
as sympathetic to us. The same was true of A- 
merlcan mUltary types. There were a lot of 
uniforms but many of them had very little braM 
pinned on it. One party-goer looked at the o* 
faces, some familiar and some quite unfamiliar 
and announced ' They are all press and CIA. 

The disgusting thing in the Saigon-prompted 
anti-Americanism is not only that it is phony 
(which is obvious) but that the game is being 
pUyed Dw people who profit from the atrocious 
war in Vietnam itself. BUIions of dollars have 
been wasted, thousands of young Americans have 
been killed just to keep In power such unprincipled 
and Indecent people. 

As a Vlemamese 1 am truly ashamed of them 
and sincerely sorry for the hardworking American 
housewives and die troubled American students

'Draft' Group Main Object 
To Secure Civilian Status 



"They will do everything to 
get you in. We do everything 
to keep you out." 

These were tibewordsof Pierre 
Musson, student draft counselor 
at FSU. 

"You may be digiUe for a 
deferment, and you stUl have time 
to qiply," he said. 

Musson, head of the FSU stu- 
dent group, stated in an Inter- 
view Wecbesday that the time 
to investigate draft deferments 
and exemption eligibility is "ow. 
Once an individual receives hi? 
induction notice, little can be 
done. However, there are 14 
categories of deferments and ex- 
emptions for irtdcfa one may be 
eligible. 

1 he main purpose of the group 
at this time is to publicize var- 
ious legal wa\s of avoiding the 
draft. The draft counselors will 
work individually with students 
to find which categories they may 
fit into. 

Some of the most frequently 
used deferments are student 
(2-S) classification, various phy- 
sical conditions exemptions, 
claiming dependents and being 
the only son of a father-depriv- 
ed family to which he is contri- 
buting st^ppoit. 

Musson warned that draft 
boards frequently do not speci- 
fy all possible deferments. He 
recommends individuals check 
die possibilities on their own. 
Including meoing with the draft 
counselors. 

The counselors are also trying 
to find sympathetic local doc- 
tors, lawyers, social workers, 
etc., who will examine individual 
cases to chedc for d^enneiu el- 
igibility. 

If the person would nttber 
emmigrate to Canada, the ^aft 
counselors can sqpply infor- 
mation about where to go and 
where to seek help in findii^ 
Jobs, homes, other former Amer- 
icans, friends and counseling aid. 

Pierre emphasized that the so- 
called "draft-dodgers" are not 
necessarily "left-wing, com- 
munists, subversives or radicals 
of any kind" but merely people 

IqrMaajrhut 
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wldi a moral objection to war 
or oonscr4>tion. 

This week the draft counselors 
have occupied a table at the Union 
vdiere information and aid may 
be (Attained. 

Response has been varied, said 
Musson, and a few "hawks" have 
stopped to make derisive com- 
ments. Some students have aoti^ 
information, usually on «nml- 
graiion to Canada; girlfriends and 
wives more frequently seek in- 
formation than the male students. 
.Adult response has been for the 
most part iodtfierenoe, although 



a few faculty members have ex 
pressed favor.

Errors Unavoidable 
Duriiiji Ticket Sale 

(Editor's Note: In response to a letter of cotnplaint about the 
handling of the sale of tickets to the FSU-Florida game next weet; 
Student Body President Gene Steams has written an open letter 
defending the procedures used by Student Government. The le ter 
was written to one Student but designated as an open letter to itie 
student body.)

Dear Jim: 

Although I sympaddze oompIcMly with the puticular probler 
you egqMirlaioed rcganttng your KlckaCi co the F^Fktrida game, 
I am certain that you are in favor of any system vAich would 
in^rove distribution of Rodent tldeets to events such asdils 
game. 

From our point (rf view, there is no e q ultaM e way to distribitte 
1.800 ticktts to approximately 14,000 students who virould liketc 
have them. In the past, die Addedc OfHee merely opened the 
sale of tickets in the morning of a pte-announced day. There- 
fore, the atudeitts who waited the kMogest in line were the ones 
who profited by receiving tickets, pladng a premium on those 
studmts who fed die least degree of responsibility towante dieir 
classes and odier activities. 

At die University of Florida last year there was a near-riot 
as some students attempted to break in line and others, who had 
waited for over 12 hours did not receive tickets. 

By using the U.S. Mail to receive requests for tickets, we recog- 
nized diat the sheer weight - of paper would involve some error, 
although we attempted to reduce that error to the greatest degree 
possible. 

Your comments about the way in which mail is treated in Talla- 
hassee is partially accurate but perhaps misleading in that you 
suggest that it was not understood that there was a certain amount 
of luck involved in which card is pulled out of a mail sack first. 

It was intended that there be no advantage in waiting in any line, 
particularly at the post office. There was an advantage, however, 
in mailing your card anytime during the first half-hour. 

In order to ascertain that only students received cani.s ■•• 
required that the student Include his name, address, student number 
(or social security number) and class standing. We then checked 
the cards against the registrar's official list. Without that irfor- 
mation, as stated several times in the FLAMBEAU, a card was 
disqualified. 

In regard to complaints (of which there have been surprisingly 
few) some have been legitimate and folly juattftad and others 

have not. 

Again, 1 sympathize with ^Nir particular problem although I 
do not feel that you have been either fair in your accountings 
factual situations, or objective In yotu* analysis of the time whicn 
has be«i spent to provide a service for the student bodv.

In June, 1967, Dr. Jones was 
notified by then President J. 
Wayne Reitz dutt be would not 
be given tenure and that his 
contract would expire at the «ad 
of the regular sdiool year, Jfune 
of 1968. 

Jones was ofHcially denl ediwi - 
ure because of an arUde prtnted 
in the magaziiie of Ka|ipaDidu 
Pi, educational bonor sodeQr. 
The article, entided "Tlw Role 
of the Faculty in Student Re- 
bellion," was taken from tbe 
text of a speech wfaldi he pre- 
sented to the society. 

Excerpts from the textwere 
cited by UF Vice President Fred- 
erick W. Conner on June 8, 
1967, in a statement made to 
the university Personnel Board 
giving his reasons why Jones 
should not be granted tenure. 

The excerpts, which were short 
ar.d choppy, made Jones appear 
!- he calling for widespread open 
resistance by the faculty to 
authority in general and the uni- 
versity administration In partlc- 
lilar. However, Conner ignored 
the bulk of Jones' article, which 
dealt with the role of student and 
fatuity activists in Gaine 'ville. 
He referred especially to civil 
rights activities of 1963 in which 
both students and tmdmtB par- 
ticipated. 

Conner's statement never 
n.entloned Jones' comments, 
(acts and analysis of the Gaines- 
ville situation. 

Conner said he would vote 
against granting tenure on the 
grounds that the professor lack- 
ed "qualities of personal char- 
acter, principle" and behavior 
which give promise that die in- 
dividual will be of long-Wtin 
value to the university." 

IJr. Jones is involved in what 
he calls a fight for academic 



freedom of speedi for university 

emoloyees. 

Recently, 26 U of F professors 
ran ar ad In the Florida AUi- 
gator asking Ur. O'Conndl whe- 
ther their -own jobs nd^ be 
at stake. Some of the 26 are 
currently working toward receiv- 
ing tenure; some already have 
been granted tenure. However, 
the UF constitution provides that 
any professor, with or without 
tenure, can be removed from the 
facultv for just cause. 

They ask whether they too 
will be removed from the staff 
for speaking their minds. Many 
have gone on record not only In 
support of Jones' right to say 
what he thinks, but In agreement 
with what he has said.

Primary for Campus Power

Power and responsibility are inseparable con- 
cepts. Students at the medieval universities fought 
for the right to govern themselves, and often 
fought bloody battles with the towns in which they 
were, to establish what we now call academic 
freedom. 

Two aspects of academic freedom are before us 
now: The student court system now has signifi- 
cant freedom from administration control, and the 
power to discipline students. Since students have 
the power, they now have the responsibility to 
regulate their own affairs. 

That students do have responsibility is best 
demonstrated by a large turnout for elections of 
court personnel, and a willingness to serve on jur- 
ies. We urge every student at Florida State to get 
out and vote; we urge every student to vote for the 
new judicial system a week from today; we urge 
every student to support the system by servii^ 
in it. 

Failure to do these things will destroy any trace 

of student power at FSU, for the price good men 
pay for a lack of interest in government is govern- 
ment by bad men. 

The FLAMBEAU has editorialized on the thesis 
that students at whatever level are men and women; 
young m3n and women to be sure, and hence apt 
to make mistakes, but men and women nonethe- 
less. Therefore, they should be free to do as they 
please, and responsible for what they do. 

The other aspect of academic freedom now be- 
fore us is exemplified by Marshall Jones. The 
phrase "Acactemic freedom" has come to mean 
that one is free to pursue his academic discipline 
wherever it may lead, without fear or favor. Im- 
plicit in the concept is the assunqition tiiat one's 
private life will conform to the general mores of 
society in most respects. 

We suggest that any thinking person would support 
this concept of academic freedom for although it 
is certain to make some people uncomfortable, it 
is also certain to advance knowledge at the great- 
est rate. 

By firing Dr. Jones, a decision which the Board 

of Regents condoned by failing to reverse it, the 
entire university system is placed in a very poor 
position in the faculty recruiting race. As the 
FLAMBEAU pointed out in a previous editorial, 

there is presently a vast expansion of the aca- 
demic world, and good men can find a position in 
many places; the loss of some will encourage the 
loss of others. 

The ultimate source of power in Florida is the 
Legislature and the Governor. If you are truly in- 
terested in the future of higher education in Flor- 
ida, and as a member of the academic community 
here you will iiave such a vested interest for the 
rest of your life, write the Legislature and the 
Governor to get this foolish and unjustifiable de- 
cision rescinded. The other way riestructlon lies.

Infringements by state and 
Federal governments are a bitter enough pill to swallow, much 
less to bow to the restrictions imposed by local agencies such as 
the administration of this university. 

Is a responsible, capable Individual 
who should have an avenue throuj^whldi he can voice his complaints, 
and to Implement his programs. 

Many of our contemporary "mature" elders do not grant us tlie 
seises we urare bom with. We must cope with the lovely world and 
state of affairs that we stiall inherit from our elders.

Florida, a team which had gain- 
ed over 300 yards via the ground 
in its previous engagement man- 
aged only 180 against the Sem- 
inoles. The slack was taken up 
however as the Gators passed 
for 158 yards and their second 
highest passing yardage this sea- 

The Gators lived t^j to early 
expectations as they contained 
the Baby Seminole ground attack 
to a total of 65 yards. 

FSU showed its superiority in 
the airways despite the Gator's 
stubborn defense as Burden and 
Whigham passed for 223 yards. 
Saturday's game marked the 
fourth time this season the Sem- 
inoles have gained over 200 yards 
via the air. 

Florida struck first after Win- 
ston Chester of Qulncy intercep- 
ted a Whigham pass at the FSU 
49. Twelve plays later Garry 
Walker scored from the two and 
Warbrltton kicked the eara point 
to give the Florida frosh a 7-0 
first Quarter lead. 

With the ball on the FSU 14 
and only four minutes left In 
the first half, George Bally broke 
over left tackle and scampered to 
the 49. Burden then connected 
with Kent Gaydos on a 25-yard 
pass to set H3 a first down 
at the Gator 26. Two plays la- 
ter Burden connected with Gay- 
dos again and Carroll's toe boot- 
ed the pigskin through the up- 
rights as the Seminoles tied the 
score at 7-7. 

Florida's passing attack finally 
got In gear at this point after 
Buster Brooke took the Sem- 
inoles' kick-off at his own four 
and brought it out to the 31. 
Florida quarterback Rocky Dodd- 
ridge completed duree of sevei. 
passes to move the Gators 58 
yards in less than a minute. 

A 15-yarder to John Flad and 
an 11-varder to Mel Poe put the 
Gators on State's 28. Doddridge

Results of the first year of 
FSU's Cluster Program and ob- 
servations on the new FLEX 
(Freslmien Learning E:q>erlience) 
progiani were reported to the 
ffpniial convention of the National 
Assodatlisi of Sute Universities 
andLand'Grant Colleges by Dr. 
Lawrence Chalmers, FSU Vice 
President for Academic Affairs.

The FLEX program was tol- 
tlated on campus this fall wban 
45 volunteer freshmen enrolled 
in unstructured classes which 
meet LTformally. The emphasis 
Is on student mastery of an Idea 
or subject rather than on com- 
pleting a set course schedule 
at specific times and places. 

According to Chalmers, the 
first five faculty members who 
are working with the program 
feel " that most FLEX students 
are considerably more involved 
with and committed to their aca- 
demic work than any compar- 
able group of freshmen." 

The faculty members felt that 
the top 10 to 20 per cent of the 
group probably would do inde- 
pendent work wttbeiu the pro- 
gram and that the bottom 10 to 
20 per cent were not being reach- 
ed, but that 60 to 80 per crat 
of the group wax* rcspooding 
like honors studenu, cvan Aoiigh 
their scores did not Indlcatt ho- 
nors apdtnd*. 

Develop Own Program 

Chalmers explained that in the 
FLEX program " a group of stu- 
dents and faculty develop their 
own schedule and curriculum 
from week to week from term to 
term." 

The students meet with pro- 
fessors in anthropology, biology, 
English, an and history from 
one to three times a week, as 
well as participating in labs and 
work sessions. They also meet 
tofether with all five faculty 
members once a week to discuss 
such topics as myth, reality apd 
loyalty.

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The Florida Alligator is usually a modest paper, 
with much to be modest about, a trait not otherwise 
characteristic of UF. One could, however, make 
the case that its verbosity is exceeded only by 
its pomposity after reading the editorial in the 
FSU Special edition, which was a prime specimen 
of indoor conclusion jumping. 

The editorial in the FSU Special Edition contains 
material that varies from the patently false, such 
as the statement that the FLAMBEAU publishes 
news no less than 48 hours old, to be merely ab- 
surd, such as the several allegations that UF students 
are mature, responsible, etc. or that the Alligator 
is a real newspaper. 

An editorial which is indicative of the contrary 
appeared exactly one week before, in which the Alli- 
gator took the rather curious and utterly indefen- 
sible positions that: (1) the student government 
treasurer was irresponsible in refusing to issue 
checks exceeding the budget; (2) that a law which 
allowed the student legislative body to decide the 
budget of a highly complex publications operation 
was irrational. 

An additional cause for pity and/or laughter was 
the naive assertion that the Board of Student Pub- 
lications annually presents a budget which it hon- 
estly feels to be the minimum for student publica- 
tions to operate that year. In our society, any 
group which presents a budget on the puerile as- 
sumption that it will not be cut, and has not there- 
fore padded it accordingly, is either incompetent 
or naive. 

We fail to see how the student body treasurer can 
be termed irresponsible for carrying out his duties, 
however desirous of their checks the Alligator staff 
might be; further, in light of the admission that the 
Alligator had exceeded its salary budget several 
times, it would seem that the irresponsibility xn 
question might lie elsewhere. 

Another untenable assertion is that it is irra- 
tional for a legislature to decide the budget of a 
highly complex organization; while we might agree 
that the legislature of Florida or the Congress of 
the United States are irrational in some respects, 
this is not one. There is the additional fact that 
all budget decisions are arbitrary, and we hope 
the Alligator is sufficiently mature to admit that 
theirs is not the only cmpetent and germane opm- 
lon on what financial resources they require. 

Vandalism 

More fundamental than the questions of the Alli- 
gator's irresponsibUlty and pomposity is the atti- 
tudes of Horida State and the University of Florida 
toward each other. 

Many, at the undergraduate level at FSU seem to 
have a feeling bordering on paranoia toward UF. 
This felling is bolstered by the consistent bias in 
the reporting of Florida newspapers, which seems

FSU's classroom buildings, 
sidewalks, dormitories, fra- 
ternity houses and University Un- 
ion were used as canvases by U of 
F "artists" this weekend, a the 
Gators attempted to give FSU a 
promised "lesson in maturity" 
by painting Gator slogans in red 
and blue over the entire campus. 

"Go Gators," "Beat FSCW," 
"Florida 22 - FSU 19," "Beat 
the <arla." and "UF is #1" 
were aome of milder grqpb- 
Idla widdti were die work of Oe 
vandals. 

Two U of F student were 
qyprehended early Sunday morn- 
ing on can^us and booked in Tall- 
ahassee Municipal court for ma- 
licious mlsdiief. They claimed 
they had spray-painted all die 
areas on campus which were 
damaged. 

FSU Security Chief William 
Tanner declined to say If be 
thought these were die only two 
students Involved, or if others 
took part in the vandalism. 

The two, Glenn Mltdiell Col- 
son and Robert Chrisn^her 
Owen, were released after post- 
ing $50 bond. 

Damage Extensive 

Tanner declined to state a 
specific number of areas which 
were damaged, but did say his 
office had received many repotrts 
of damage. Actual counts indica- 
ted that from 50 to 60 spots around 
campus were doused wldi apray 
paint. 

No estimates of the doUar 
amounts of damage were avail- 
able. 

One of the casulrles was the 
recently-dftdlcated Social Sci- 
ence (Bellamy) Bldg. "Gators 
are #1" and "Gator Bait" were 
sprayed in red and blue paint on 
die side of the building. 

The colonade outside the Un- 
ion pool was painted with "UF" 
on nearly every column, and slo- 
gans were also palntd on tte 
walkways. 

Stairways and archways near 
the freshmen women's dormitor- 
ies were heavily marl^ed, the 
most common slogan there being 
"Beat the (Srls." 

Uof F Editorial 

Vandals from the FSU campus 
also painted slogans on the U of 
F campus over the weekend. 

In an editorial In Monday's 
edition of the Florida Alligator, 
which was distributed in Talla- 
hassee, die editors said of dw 
vandalism:

A hairbreadth victors^ over Georgia and a rather 
pedestrian victorv apcainst Kentucky have boosted 
Florida to a 6-2 record. sweUed their bowl as- 
pirations, and made them fat as suckling pigs. 
walloN^ing in their hollow conceit. Florida State, 
a football powerhouse that comes by its reputation 
and 6-2 record more genuinely, will shove UF back 
into its trough Saturday and spell a fitting end to 
Gator domination of the state gridiron scene. 

Florida made enough mistaks against Georgia 
to lose three ball games but, thanks to the splen- 
dor of Richacd Trapp, they came away a vnrmer. 
Trapp notwithstanding, the Seminoles wUl demon- 
strate for 60,000 witnesses the real art of gen- 
erating a passing attack. 

Gone are the days of Florida's Rick Caseras, 
Don Chandler, Larry Libertore, and Jimmy Dunn. 
The reptiles had a long string of prominent years 
on the gridiron before FSU became serious about 
the matter of football. Libertore and Dunn were 
pint-sized quarterbacks, and the spindly Larry 
Rentz appears to follow in this tradition. One 
hears that Rentz is a likeable fellow; our sym- 
pathies, Larry, for you are destined to be outshined 
and perhaps buried under an avalanche of Tribe 
linebackers. 

The 1964 Seminole victory over Florida served 
as a precursor for evaporating Gator eminence in 
this state-wide rivalry. FSU's Seven Magnlficents 
of that year displayed the tender art of defense, 
and Tensi-Biletnikoff revealed the emerging strength 
of Florida State's aerial attack. Hammond and Sellers 
are worthy inheritors of this tradition , and shall 
demonstrate this amply for a throi^ of bereft 
Gator followers. 

The timing of this contest, immediately follow- 
ing the reign of Spurrier, is almost too theatri- 
cal.

It is with a wrj' sense of justice that FSU 
should wait until 1967 to reverse the pendulum 
of this cordial rivalry and relegate the crocodile 
herd to a position of second-best.

The iii5>ortance of voting in today's special 
Honor Court election cannot be stressed enough, 
for justice on the student level will be determined

Of the three branches of Student Govenunent, 
the Judicial branch, headed by Honor Court Chief 
Justice Vince Rio and Attorney General Doug Mor- 
ford, has distinguished itself in its successful 
attempts to bring Florida State court procedures 
up to date.

In 
a sense, the courts and their ultimate success or 
failure under the revised system are a test case, 
the results of which will indicate the degree of 
seriousness of recent student movements toward 
more authority and responsibility in student affairs. 

To(fciy's election offers a chance to erase the 
Mickey Mouse image from Student Government. 

The new court system is one of a very few of 
Student Government's truly positive contributions to 
the student body in a long, loi^, time. A vote 
today will endorse * 'project revitalization" in Student 
Government. 

Model Dorms 

In another, less prominent election this week, 
residents of Smith nd Kellum Halls will decide 
whether or not to admit women visitors to their 
rooms at specified times. 

We urgje the students of these men's dorms to 
pass the proposal and then implement it in the 
nnature, rational manner which the situation de- 
mands. Thus Smith and Kellum will become models 
in the campus community, illustrative of sophis- 
ticated and responsible dorm government. 

It is to be expected that such proposals came from 
the men's dorms since the women's dorms have 
been notorious in their reluctance to initiate pro- 
gressive measures. 

Hopefully, Smith and Kellum will recognize the

After enduring the pulsatiim and frustration of 
1966's FSU-UF feud, a Seminole had some right to 
expect a theatrical turnabout in 1967. However, if 
you sat down and wrote Saturday's events into a 
fictional story ("star passer returns from uncon- 
scious state to toss electrifying TD aerial and se- 
cure victory"), the publisher would brand you as an 
overly dramatic comball. But, it happened, and Kim 
Hammond's final regular-season aH)earance asFSU 
quarterback was solid theatre. 

Hammond was a center-stage performer on the 
evening precedii^ Saturday's contest, too. At the 
team's final meeting, which smoldered with emotion- 
al fire, he said: "There's no doubt that we will hit 
those people tomorrow . . . But, If we're smart (we'll 
remember that) thinking too much of hitting could 
cost us something in finesse." The sensible man had 
made a point. 

Hammond's 38-yard pass and Ron Sellers' cap- 
tivating catch leaves an indelible memory. Touch- 
down toss number 15 for Hammond also leaves its 
mark on the record book. It surpasses Steve Tensi's 
14 TD passes in 1964. 

The entire Tribe established a record that is 
worth publicizing; F3U has scored 10 or more points 
in 23 straight games. According to the St. Peters- 
burg Times, that tops every football team in the 
U.S. of A. 

Notwithstanding the potency of college football's 
most lovable passing attack, as Coach Peterson 
rightfully insists, the Tribe defense really deserves 
major credit for victory in the Gainesville showdown.

After years of Injustice in Florida Field at the hands of the officials. Gator 
grid squad and Gator rabble-rousers in general, the Tribe football team fin- 
ally humbled the unbeUeving lizards In their own primeval swamp 21-16 Sat- 
urday afternoon. 



This year's version of the an- 
nual bloodfest started out li^e an 
Indian massacre and finished with 
a Storybook ending to wind up one 
of the Seminole's most success- 
ful seasons and gamer a berth 
in the Gator Bowl classic.

Within three plays 
he spanned the length of the field 
tallying seven more points In what 
proved to be die winning touch- 
down. 

Hammond started with a 51 yard 
bomb to All- American Flanker 
Ron Sellers, a three yard run by 
Larry Green, and capped the 
drive with a 38 yard touchdown 
aerial to Sellers. 

The Reptiles scored once more 
five minutes later but it was to 
no avail. Hammond's last quarter 
magic had decided the day . 

After the war clouds had cleared 
away and the last war cry had 
faded, the Semlnoles were left In 
possession of the game and tb' 
honors.

Florida .State's Sen.ii.oles 
w'iund up their regular season 
a flourish of honors with 
the 21-lb win over rival Florida 
last Saturday. 

The Tribe finally broke into 
the national ratings with the win 
which extended their streak to 
seven consecutive victories.

Gov. Maddox is coming to Flor- 
ida State at the invitation of the 
Union Forum Committee and Tau 
Kappa Epsllon fraternity, and 
will be presented In Westcott 
Auditorium at 8 p.m. 

Maddox was the center of at- 
traction several years ago when 
he fouaM integration of his res- 
taurar.t, the 1 ick-Wick, in At- 
lanta. His fight was one oi the 
most Dubliclzed segregationist 
fights to emerge after the Civil 
Rights Act of 1965. 

Maddox was pictured as a 
radal fanatic selling axe hand- 
les and waving a gun at Ne 
KToes attempting to enter his 
restaurant. He eventually closed 
his business rather than give In 
CO orders to integrate his es- 
tabllrtiment. 

After several unsuccessftii at- 
tempts to enter politics. Mad- 
dox finally succeeded In gett ng 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor because of popular sup- 
Mrt for his segregationist v^ews 
Vmong the voters of *e state 

In the election, Maddox and 

gressman Howard ^o^ai 
laway, were both unable to ga n 
a majority of the V<^^^°^ 
due to a write-in campaign 
which cut into votes.

Correctional 
System Given 
Ford Grant 

The Florida prison system was 
considered so backward In 1929 
that a resolution was introduced 
in British Parliament about it. 

The r^utatlon of the correc- 
tional systems in other Southern 
states fared equally dismally in 
the past, Vernon Fox, chairman 
of Florida State University Dept. 
of Criminology and Correcttons. 
said. 

Now, however, die South' s cor- 
rections methods are progress- 
ing faster than any other part 
of the country, he said. 

A three-year Ford Foundation 
grant of $300,000 is calculated 
to be^ sustain this progress in 
corrections. The grwit has been 
awarded to Florida State to es- 
tablish on campus the Southeast- 
em Correctional and Criminol- 
ogical Research Ceiter. It will 
involve the divisions of correc- 
tions of Florida, Georgia. North 
Carolina and South Carolina. 

The researdi center will have 
a professional staff of analysts 
and statisticians to work closely 
with corrections officials in 
analyzing existing methods and 
recommer.ding new programs. 
Sophisticated data processing 
methods will be used to com- 
pile information about the prison 
population In the four- state area, 
bringing a uniformity to crim- 
inological data wUcfa was here- 
tofore missing. 

A "First" 

Dr. Fox is excited about the 
grant. Besides being the first 
sizable gra.^t for criminal 
research in the Southeast, and 
the first such research center 
in the country, he said, "this is 
the most unstructuredgrantFord 
has ever given." 

He said he's "working under 
the gun" to set up this program, 
from scratch. .^s directcr of 
the center, he is presently re- 
cruiting his staff, which will in- 
clude the part-time services of 
Dr. Nerval Morris of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, a British 
criminologist and the author of 
the book, "The Habitual 
Criminal." 

Dr. Fox is also enthusiastic 
about the general progress of the 
Southern corrections system. "In 
my opinion Florida would have 
to be ranked in the top 10 cor- 
rectional systems in the countr> . 
and the remainder of the South, 
traditionally reputed to be at the 
bottom of the scale in excellerce 
in this, is moving upward j' 
rapid pace." He cited the pro- 
gressive nature of Southern cor- 
rections officials as a big factor, 
statii^, "the present day South- 
em correctional administrator is 
more progressive, younger, 
more active, and more willing to 
e;qperim«it than those in any 
other part of the country." 

The new researcb center Dr. 
Fox is directing will aim at 
helping prison administrators 
and criminologists improve the 
situation, but initially at gather- 
ing data. 

The Florida State center wUl 
fu:st direct attention toward a 
t niformlty in information about 
tfienders in the four states, then 
wi l use this for Implementing 

speciilized research studies. A-

This IS the opinion of cni- 
cago s.'Ciologist PhUio M. 
Hauser, president of the Amer- 
car. Sociological Association, 
who spoke at FSU about "Prob- 
lems of Higji Density Living 
last week. 

Hauser Is a population expert. 
He says that even though the 



e^qjectaiions" of the great mass 
of mankind in industrializing na- 
tions the world over.

Now th-i: th.^ first quarter is drawing to a close, 
stadeiits and faculty have pretty -x^^l fomi.la ed

endar. 

As we see it, the quarter system was a pDliUcai 
maneuver of former CJov. Hay don Burns to gain the 
votes of Florida edicators by promising to eliminate 
the hectic trimester schedule. 

Many stuctents originally complained that they 
preferred the trim^Jter system, wfth -ts loag 
summers and concentrated study program : ; however, 
the suitch was inevitable and they were placated 
with the thought that the quarter would actually 
benefit them in the Itx^ run. 

Why is the quarter siq^sedly a better academic 
term? 

Because coarse loads are less concentrated, more 
relaxed, with greater opp»>rtunity for leisarely stuiy 
and more time to do it in. 

If this w^s the chief purpose of instituting ths 
quarter system, it was forgotten aomembere in the 
year's preparation to convert academic and business 
operations from three term^ to four. 

Admitted.y, ths trim?3ter ^as hectic. It was 
an 18 -week semester squeezed into 14 we^cs. Now, 
however, the 18-week study program of the semester 
has been squeezed into the 10- week quarter. In- 
stead of relieving the academic pressure, the quar- 
ter only served to increase it. It is a quast-qj&rter. 

A glance at other universities on the quarter 
system show it to be a well-constructed, efficient 
calendar. At Florida State the opposite is true.

Why not alter credit hours and course spans? 
Certainly a schedule of three classes, worth five 

credit hours each and meeting daily, is superior 
to the schedule now employed. Continuity would 
bs greater, as well as retenticm. 

At &e preset^ time, ti^re is no lu^e for a solu- 
tion to the problem this year. However, the 
FLAMBEAU has designed a questionnaire to deter- 
mine campus consensus on the subject of the 
quarter sjrstem. Students and faculty are asked to 
fill out the questionnaire, printed on page one of 
this issue, and return it to the FLAMBEAU office, 
via campus mail or in perscm to 326 Union. 

The results of the poll will be published, along 
with any particularly perceptive or astute obser- 
vations or amusing comments, as soon as enough 
questionnaires have been received and tabulated. 

A member of the Administration recently hinted 
that enough "noise" from the student body could 
effect a change in the present aperaiioD. of the 
quarter system. We urge every<Mie to contribute 
to the "noise."

TH£ DIRTY DOZEN, playlnf 
•ju'ough tonlthr at the Florida 
theatre on Monroe, Is another of 
ioae popular films which we tend 
overrate.

rludlng psychopaths and near- 
~ c oas) Into toughened soldiers. 
" The Dirty Dozen " la 
■g In a gutsy, grlp-ihe- 
. -of-your- seat- type of way. 
: here Is blood and gore and action 
enoughi for even the most ardent 
sradent of filmic violence. There 
13 snappy dialogue and plenty of 
corr.lc reUef. 

The basic situation is pretty 
preposterous. Major Relaman la 
vohmtcered to take these 12 sol- 
dlen " convicted of murder, 
rape and other crimes of 
violence" who ar« condemmedto 
death or long terms of imprison- 
ment, train diem for a mission 
behind enemy Unra in trtiich they 



destroy « chateau which is a 
resting place for Nazi officers. 
That's the whole plot of the movie. 
Seeing how Relsman accom- 
plishes this superhuman task Is 
main action of the film. The 
destruction of the chateau la 
almost antl-cllmactlc. It serves 
only to kill off most of the dozen. 

" The Dlny Dozen" Is an 
actor's film. It la filled with box 
office power. Ernest Borgtnlne 
has 8 Juicy little role as an 
American general. Robert Ryan 
is well put down as the meddle- 
some Colonel Breen. George 
Keiuiedy, Ralph Meeker, and Ri- 
chard Jaekel also have roles. 
But the picture belongs mainly 
to the dozen and their leader. 
L«e Marvin turns In a fine per- 
formance as the tough Major 
Relsman. and may weU gamer 
hftnself an Oscar nomlnarlon. 
though I hope not, as he wasn't 
that good. Others who may find 
diemselvei in the Oscar race 
come April are Telly Savalas 
and John Cassavetes. Savalas 
«u perhaps the most difficult 
role of the film. He plays a 
psychopathic Southern woman 
hater -religious fanatic who feels 
that he la the Instrument of God's 
punishment of sinners.

Spitball Rules 
Tightened 

MEXICO CITY (AP) - Base- 
ball took steps to crack down on 
illegal spitball pitching and acted 
to speed up the game by elim- 
inating dead spots yesterday as 
the annual winter meetings open- 
ed. 

The spit ball, illegal in the 
majors for many years, came 
under direct attack at a 
unique meeting of general man- 
agers and field managers of the 
20 major league teams. Hie 
group asked the Rules Commit- 
tee to do all it could to suc- 
cessful'y eliminate the spltter, 
by putting teeth Into existing 
rules and outlawing any move- 
ment of a pitcher to his mouth. 

Charles Segar, chairman of the 
Playing Rules Committee, an- 
nounced a change in the niles 
effective with the start of tlie 
1968 season under which a pit- 
cher is not permitted to bring 
his pitching hand in contact with 
his mouth or lips. 

Segar said the umpire would 
warn a pitcher for the first 
violation and would disqualify the 
pitcher for the rest of the game 
if the action was repeated. 

The general managers also 
asked that the games be speeded 
up by making the pi ay ability of the 
baseball the duty of the umpire. 
The pitcher could not ask for a 
new ball nor could ttie batter ask 
to look at the ball periodically. 
Any umpire, of course, could 
ask to look at the ball at any- 
time. 

Another recommendation 
would require a pinch hitter to 
be on the bench when the pre- 
vious batter completes his time 
at bat. TTie managers also asked 
lir-r golf carts be used to carry 
re..ef pitchers from all bullpens 
ted iii'<h» outfield..

The Seminoles went for seven at Gainesville, and 
Dunkel's syndicated rating acknowledged the victory 
bv placing FSU at the lofty number six position. A 
measure of Tribe schedule strength can be determin- 
ed from Dunkel's method of calculating the ratings. 
FSU's 101.7 index is the sum of the Seminoles' aver- 
age victory margin (6.3 pts.) and the average rating 
of all 10 opponents (95.4 pts.) A rating of 95.4 is 
high enough to rank 24th in Dunkel's system; thus 
FSU's tjrpical opponent has been nearly top-twenty 
calibre. 

Penn State ranks eighth in the Dunkel system, two 
places and 0.3 points below the Tribe. The Nittany 
Lions rank above every one ofthe FSU regular seas- 
on opponents, including Alabama. 

FSU's final gridiron statistics appear in this issue 
and they constitute rather delectable morsels of in- 
formation. The average yardage gained per contest 
is 378.6. Seminole attackers consume enemy territ- 
ory at the rate of 5.3 yards every play. 

Now that Kim Hammond and Ron Sellers are re- 
ceiving honors which they so clearly merit, it is 
:ii)propriate to non;inate Mr. Unsung of the 1967 
Sen.inoles. This writer taps Bill Moremen, who has 
done little of note except score five ID'S running 
and three TI^s as a pass receiver, averaging 4.7 
yards in running for 451 total and blocking on most 
of the plays which netted Larry Green 450 yards. 

The Seminole defense has allowed only 80 points 
during the skein of seven victories; this average of 
11.4 points yielded per game is commendable but it 
does not reveal fully the "big play" nature of Bob 
Harbison's defensive crew. 

Tribe defenders have jolted 30 (count 'em. thirty) 
fumbles from the opposition and snared 17 inter- 
ceptions. I"\imbles, contrary to popular notion, do 
not just squirt onto the turf by sheer luck. They are 
products of what might politely be called crowbar 
tackling, as Chuck Eason and others demonstrated 
so aptly at Florida Field. 

FSU opponents lost 384 yards while passing, which 
means that Tribe defenders dumpedthe passer near- 
ly 50 times this season.

Students Burn Draft Cards 
Following Chaplain's Sermon

(CPS) - Responding to a call 
from a University of Chicago 
divinity student, eight students 
placed draft cards or anti-draft 
documents on the alter of Chi- 
cago's Rockefeller Memorial 
Chapel during a service there 
Sunday. 

TTie action followed a sermon 
by the Rev. William Sloane Cof- 
fin, Chaplain of Yale University. 
Coffin has been active in the jntl- 
draft movement for some tme. 

Brooks Smith, a Unlversirs' of 
Chicago divinit\ student, ap- 
proached the lectern following 
the sermon and announced his 
intention to surrender his draft 



card, saying "The demands of 
conscience must be met." He 
invited odiers in the audience 
to join him, and was quickly 
oined b\ seven other University 
of Chicago students. 

Six of the students actually 
surrendered their draft cards. 
Another turned in a slip of pa- 
per labeled as ^n "anti-draft 
card." 

Robert M. Peterson, 18, a 
freshman social science student, 
turned in a letter that said, 
"TTie authority, of any governments^ 
including the United States, is 
temporal and the authority of 
God is net.

FSU Awarded 

Largest Single 
Navy Contract 

Florida State University was 
named this week as winner of the 
largest single contract awarded 
by the U.S. Nav7 In the "Centers 
of Excellence" program. 

Only 50 proposals were se- 
lected from among 479 submitted 
by 171 schools in natlonw^ com- 
petition. 

The contract calls for the es- 
tablishment of an interdisci- 
plinary program In geophysical 
fluid dynamics involving re- 
search In applied mathematics, 
continuum mechanics, fluid dy- 
namics, geophysics, meteorology 
and oceanography. 

The Geophysical Fluid Dyna- 
mics Program will begin with a 
core <d internationally recog- 
nized faculty and research asso- 
ciates in the geophysical 
sciences, geared to student in- 
terest and activity. 

Dr. John Folger, dean of tfet 
Graduate School, noted FSU has 
strong departments in fields of 
meteorology, oceanography, 
geology, physics, math, statis- 
tics and theSchool of Engineering 
Science, which will pro . ide a 
broad base of suppon for srudents 
to jxirsue an interdisciplinary 
program under the instltuta's 
sponsorship and guidance. 

According to Dr. Richard L. 
Pfeffer, director of the new pro- 
gram, the program will, " sti- 
mulate the growth of theoretical 
and experimental studies of nat- 
ural environmental phenomena 
in the oceans and atmosphere 
and the elastic and fluid portions 
of the planetary interiors, 
building upon unifying principles 
of classical physics and using 
the language of applied math." 

" FSU scientists are now 
applying theoretical and experi- 
mental techniques and modem 
computer technology to the study 
of ocean waves, tropical lairrl- 
cane formatlMis and the factors 
which shape our coast linaa and 
those which dNsimine 
I»n«nis."ht<
